Sir 

I had  the  honor  to  receive  your  Excellency’s  letter  of  the  21®^ 
instant  by  Col°  Staples,  last  evening  — 

It  appears  that  the  alarm  at  New  Haven  — has  been  produced 
in  part,  by  reports  which  have  run  through  the  newspapers  — 
that  the  Enemy  are  about  to  send  an  army  to  this  country  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  possession  of  Rhode  Island,  Long  Island  or 
New  York,  as  a place  of  Depot;  & that  when  such  army  shall 
arrive  the  destruction  of  the  principal  towns  on  the  sea  coast  will 
be  attempted  — & partly  by  information  obtained  from  the  fleet, 
by  individuals  whose  fears  have  been  highly  excited  by  the  decla- 
rations of  Mr  Stewart  & others,  that^  New  Haven  is  destined 
to  inevitable  destruction.  It  is  possible  that  a fleet  and  army  may 
soon  arrive  on  this  coast,  & that  the  destruction  of  the  principal 
towns  may  be  attempted ; but  I have  no  evidence  on  which  I can 
rely,  that  such  a force  is  destined  to  this  quarter,  or  that  any 
thing  here  is  to  be  attempted  on  land : & in  my  estimation  the 
probability  that  a land  force  is  now  on  its  way  to  join  the  fleet 
in  our  neighbourhood  is  very  much  diminished,  by  the  recent  con- 
duct of  the  fleet  itself,  which  was  calculated  to  excite  a pretty 
general  alarm,  & bring  together  a force,  sufficient  to  repel  his 
attempts  when  reinforced.  — Since  my  last  all  the  Ships  have 
withdrawn  except  a 74  now  at  anchor  in  Gardners  Bay,  & a large 
frigate  on  the  out  side  of  the  race ; & this,  & the  apparent  zeal 
of  Mr  Stewart  and  others  connected  with  the  fleet,  for  the  safety 
of  New  Haven,  may  be  a stratagem  on  the  part  of  the  Enemy,  to 
draw  off  the  force  from  this  place,  and  give  him  an  opportunity 
to  return  and  act  against  it  with  an  increased  force ; & I there- 
fore deem  it  inexpedient  to  dispence  with  the  Norwich  Regiment 
at  this  time,  particularly  as  the  whole  of  Geffi  Ishams  Brigade 
will  be  discharged  on  the  23''^  24^^  25*^  26^*^  & 27^^  instants 
I am  fully  of  your  Excellency’s  opinion  that  our  means  of  de- 
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fence  should  be  increased  at  New  Haven,  & so  soon,  as  Brigadier 
General  Lusk’s  Brigade  shall  have  been  formed,  it  is  my  inten- 
tion to  send  a Battalion  of  it  to  that  place,  if  it  can  be  spared 
from  this  quarter,  & if  not,  I shall  not  fail  to  call  on  your  Excel- 
lency for  an  additional  force  —

A copy  of  your  Excellency’s  letter  to  me  of  the  instant 
has  been  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  war,  and  I have  the 
honour  to  enclose  an  extract  of  a letter  from  him  on  the  subject 
of  militia  drafts,  and  a copy  of  the  rules  referred  to  in  his  letter. 

In  acting  on  the  late  requisition  of  the  President  for  three 
thousand  men  to  be  organized  for  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  I had  presumed  that  your  Excellency  would  have  pur- 
sued the  course  suggested  by  the  requisition,  & formed  the  State’s 
quota  into  three  regiments  of  one  thousand  men  each,  and  under 
that  impression  in  my  letter  of  the  10^^  instant  I did  not  express 
the  number  of  privates  & non-commissioned  officers  required. 
It  now  appears  that  a different  course  has  been  adopted,  and  the 
quota  of  the  state  formed  into  four  regiments ; But  although 
in  point  of  form  there  is  a considerable  difference  between 
the  three  thousand  men  as  organized  by  your  Excellency  & the 
same  number  as  organized  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  yet 
as  a due  proportion  between  officers  & privates  will  be  main- 
tained, and  no  additional  expense  incurred  I shall  consider  the 
spirit  and  the  intention  of  the  rule  as  having  been  fully  com- 
plied with  by  the  organization  which  your  Excellency  has  been

Sir 

The  urgent  applications  made  to  me  for  further  means  of 
protection,  by  the  town  of  New  Haven  and  the  borough  of 
Bridgeport  have  been  laid  before  the  Council  of  the  State  at 
their  present  Session.  In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  adopted 
by  that  honourable  body  as  well  as  from  my  own  conviction 
of  the  expediency  of  the  measure  I shall  order  into  service  six 
hundred  infantry  and  artillery  to  be  stationed  at  those  two  places, 
with  a small  section  of  cavalry  to  serve  as  videttes.  One  hundred 
men,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  guard,  it  is  believed  will 
suffice  for  Bridgeport,  whose  citizens  following  the  example  of 
their  brethren  in  N.  Haven  propose  to  fortify  their  harbour  by 
patriotic  contribution — 

Major  General  Taylor,  already  detailed  to  the  command  of  the 
militia  in  service,  will  take  his  stand  at  New  Haven  with  a more 
immediate  view  to  the  defence  of  that  part  of  the  State,  and  with 
authority  to  array  a sufficient  force  at  any  intermediate  point 
that  may  be  Suddenly  attacked  by  the  enemy. 

It  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  transfer  to  New  Haven  any  part 
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of  the  troops  now  at  New  London,  unless  a portion  can  be  spared 
exclusively  of  the  third  regiment.  Should  it  appear,  as  I hope 
it  will,  that  a reduction  of  the  force  at  that  post  may  be  safely 
made,  justice  and  humanity  alike  require  that  this  regiment  de- 
tached from  the  third  division  should  be  favoured  with  the  ear- 
liest relief  from  duty. 

I trust  Sir  you  will  readily  concur  in  this  arrangement,  and  will 
make  suitable  dispositions  for  mustering  the  troops  which  may 
be  ordered  to  New  Haven  and  Bridgeport,  and  for  furnishing 
them  with  the  requisite  supplies  — 

Whilst  I am  writing,  your  letter  of  the  24^^  instant  is  received 

As  you  seem  Sir  not  to  have  correctly  understood  the  views 
of  this  government  with  respect  to  the  late  detachment,  it  is  fit 
that  I state  them  to  you  distinctly  — 

The  communication  from  the  war-department  under  date  of  the 
July  last,  relative  to  a detachment  from  the  militia  for  the 
purpose  therein  mentioned,  did  not  assume  the  style  of  a ” re- 
quisition”; and  for  the  obvious  reason  that  there  existed  no  law 
to  authorize  it.  The  invitation  (for  such  was  its  purport)  was 
accepted  by  the  executive  of  this  state  from  a desire  to  cooperate 
in  what  appeared  to  the  President  a proper  measure  of  defence 
for  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  terms  of  compliance  are  contained 
in  the  general  orders  issued  on  the  28^^  July,  a transcript  of  which 
you  have  received. 

In  organizing  the  regiments  I conf  ormed  as  nearly  as  possible 
to  the  act  of  Congress  passed  the  8^^  May  1792  — I am  not  in- 
formed that  there  is  now  in  operation  any  other  act  of  the  Na- 
tional legislature  on  that  subject.  If  your  instructions  from  the 
war-department  materially  interfere  with  the  requirements  of  this 
act,  it  is  indeed  a subject  of  regret,  but  not  of  doubt  as  to  the 
authority  which  ought  in  such  case  to  prevail  — I am  happy  how- 
ever to  perceive  that  you  do  not  consider  the  difference  as  essen- 
tially varying  the  result  — 

To  the  observation  of  the  Secretary  of  war  that  “when  any 
number  less  than  4000  is  required,  a Major  General  cannot  be 
recognized”,  I shall  only  reply  that  in  apportioning  the  quota 
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of  three  thousand  to  this  state,  he  has  expressly  assigned  a Major 
General  to  the  command  —

Who  will  be  your  successor  in  command  I know  not,  but  it  is 
desireable  he  should  receive  from  you  that  instruction  in  the  rou- 
tine of  the  service  which  your  skill  & experience  will  abundantly 
enable  you  to  afford  —

The  citizens  at  both  places  are  volunteering  to  fortify  their 
harbours.  The  troops  for  these  stations  will  either  be  drawn 
from  N.  London  — or  will  be  taken  from  corps  nearer  at  hand 
— I send  this  day  to  acquaint  Gen^  Cushing  with  the  arrange- 
ment — if  he  concurs,  well  — if  not,  he  must  learn  that  the 
military  force  of  Connecticut  is  not  exclusively  at  his  disposal  — 

From  this  brief  sketch  you  will  perceive  that  your  duty  will 
lead  you  to  N.  Haven  as  speedily  as  your  convenience  will  per- 
mit — I shall  probably  take  that  city  in  my  route  home,  and  hope 
to  be  at  Sharon  in  the  course  of  the  next  week  — instructions 
will  either  be  left  for  you  at  N.  Haven,  or  forwarded  from

Your  Excellency’s  letter  of  the  25^^  instant  was  received  last 
evening  and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  war  by  the 
next  mail. 

Not  having  “the  communication  from  the  war-department 
under  date  of  the  July”  before  me  when  my  letter  to  your 
Excellency  of  the  24*^  instant  was  written,  I inadvertantly  used 
the  term  requisition  where  I should  have  employed  that  of  in- 
vitation, and  I beg  leave  to  assure  your  Excellency  that  this  was 
done  without  any  intention  or  desire  of  giving  to  the  invitation  of 
the  President,  or  the  acceptance  of  your  Excellency,  a different 
understanding  from  that  originally  intended. 

By  the  return  of  Brigadier  General  Lusk’s  brigade  herewith 
enclosed,  you  will  find  that  no  more  than  twelve  hundred  and 
two  men  officers  included  have  joined  & been  mustered  for  ser- 
vice. This  force  though  small  I have  considered  sufficient  under 
present  circumstances  for  New  Haven  & the  Sea-coast  to 
Stonington  inclusive ; and  arrangements  are  making  for  a Major 
& three  companies  of  the  first  regiment  to  take  post  at  New 
Haven,  and  one  company  of  the  third  to  relieve  the  detachment  at 
Stonington,  whose  term  of  service  will  expire  on  the  29^^  of  this 
month. 

As  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Excellency  that  Six  hundred  men 
should  be  stationed  at  New  Haven  and  Bridgeport,  I shall  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  muster  and  Supply  of  that 
number  so  soon  as  I am  informed  by  your  Excellency  that  they 
with  a due  proportion  of  officers  have  been  ordered  to  New 
Haven  for  the  service  of  the  United  States,  & to  receive  & obey 
my  orders.  But  I must  expressly  state  that  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances a Major  General  cannot  be  recognized  as  a part  of 
the  State’s  quota  of  militia  now  in  service  or  permitted  to  ex- 
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ercise  command  over  them  or  the  Six  hundred  to  be  posted  at 
New  Haven,  who  will  be  considered  as  a part  of  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Lusk’s  brigade. 

Should  your  Excellency  think  proper  to  order  Six  hundred 
men  duly  officered  to  rendezvous  at  New  Haven  under  the  condi- 
tions in  the  preceding  paragraph,  it  will  be  in  my  power  to  dis- 
charge a considerable  portion  if  not  the  whole  of  the  third  regi- 
ment; and  I shall  suspend  the  march  of  the  Detachment  of  the 
first  regiment  to  New  Haven,  until  I am  advised  of  your  Ex- 
cellency’s determination  on  this  subject. 

I trust  your  Excellency  will  duly  appreciate  the  frankness 
with  which  this  communication  is  made,  and  rest  Satisfied  of 
my  disposition  to  give  effect  to  such  arrangements  in  relation 
to  the  militia  in  service  as  you  may  desire,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
deemed  compatible  with  a faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  re- 
quired of  me  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  —

Col.  Ward  has  delivered  me  your  letter  of  the  28^^  instant  — 

In  referring  you  to  the  views  of  this  government  respecting 
the  detachment  of  militia  lately  organized,  it  was  my  design, 
not  to  criticise  your  language,  but  to  point  your  attention  to  the 
precise  conditions  upon  which  that  detachment  was  formed.  — 
The  right  of  command,  you  will  perceive,  is  expressly  reserved. 
— The  detachment  thus  constituted  is  accepted;  and  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  reservation  just  mentioned  you  requested  a 
large  portion  of  the  troops  for  public  service.  Whatever  senti- 
ments therefore  may  be  entertained  as  to  the  right  of  the  execu- 
tive of  the  state  to  direct  its  military  force  when  ordinarily  em- 
ployed in  national  service,  it  surely  cannot  be  questioned  in  the 
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present  instance.  If  at  your  particular  desire  Brigadier  General 
Lusk  was  ordered  to  report  himself  to  you  in  the  manner  sug- 
gested in  my  letter  of  the  instant,  I trust  it  evinces  a spirit 
of  accommodation,  which  will  be  duly  appreciated  — 

I think  Sir  you  will  be  satisfied  upon  reflection  that  you  should 
have  requested  the  Major  General  when  you  called  for  a ma- 
jority of  the  detachment;  especially  if  you  consider  that  another 
brigade  of  militia  was  at  that  time  on  duty  and,  from  appear- 
ances the  services  of  both  might  become  necessary.  That  a brig- 
adier general  of  the  regular  army  with  no  troops  in  the  field, 
should  insist  on  the  command  of  two  entire  brigades  of  militia 
whose  brigadier  generals  held  senior  commissions,  would  have 
produced  a case  which  neither  precedent  nor  principle  could 
justify.  To  avoid  so  unusual  and  embarrassing  a state  of  things 
it  became  my  duty  to  order  the  Major  General  into  service. 
Having  been  properly  detailed,  no  casual  diminution  of  num- 
bers can  affect  his  right  of  command. 

I enclose  the  opinion  of  the  Council  in  relation  as  well  to 
this  point  as  to  the  employment  of  a larger  force  at  New  Haven 
and  Bridgeport.  Their  opinion  is  in  perfect  accordance  with 
my  own,  and  will  therefore  be  carried  into  effect.  — The  troops 
destined  for  those  posts  will  arrive,  at  New  Haven  on  the 
and  at  Bridgeport  on  the  13*^  of  September  next.  If  no  officer 
of  the  United  States  shall  appear  to  muster  them,  that  duty 
will  be  performed  by  an  officer  of  the  militia  agreeably  to  the  late 
act  of  congress.  If  supplies  are  withheld  by  your  order  they  will 
be  furnished  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  state,  and  charged  to 
the  United  States.  — 

It  is  hoped  the  services  of  the  third  regiment  may  be  dispensed 
with  for  the  present  — 

From  the  harmony  with  which  the  service  was  conducted  the 
last  season  under  an  arrangement  not  essentially  dissimilar,  I 
flattered  myself  that  a temper  equally  conciliatory  would  dis- 
tinguish the  present  campaign.  — Whilst  I lament  that  any 
difference  of  opinion  should  exist  as  to  the  particular  mode  of 
defending  our  country  at  a moment  when  its  dearest  interests 
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are  in  jeopardy,  I cannot  lose  sight  of  the  high  duties  which  I am 
solemnly  bound  to  discharge  —

Sir: 

Five  companies  of  infantry,  belonging  to  the  first  regiment, 
continue  upon  Town  Hill.  The  tents,  which  they  occupy,  with  the 
exception  of  twenty,  which  have  been  furnished  by  the  United 
States,  since  the  date  of  my  last  communication,  are  the  prop- 
erty of  this  State.  The  remaining  four  companies,  of  the  same 
Reg^  including  the  company  of  artillery,  continue  at  the  Court 
house,  and  in  barracks  adjoining.  One  company  of  the  3^  Reg* 
has  proceeded  to  Stonington.  For  the  remainder  of  the  3*^  reg* 
only  fifteen  tents  have  been  furnished. 

Agreeably  to  your  Excellency’s  direction,  of  the  26*^  and  30*^ 
ultimo,  I have  had  frequent  conferences  with  Gen*  Cushing  on 
the  subject  of  a reduction  of  the  forces  in  this  neighborhood.  The 
result,  of  these  conferences,  has  been,  that.  General  Cushing  will 
consent  to  the  discharge  of  the  greater  part  of  the  3**  regiment. 
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provided  that  the  detachment  intended  for  New  Haven  and 
Bridgport  be  annexed  to  my  Brigade  and  subject  through  me 
to  his  command. 

Many  cases  have  occured  in  which  the  officers  and  soldiers 
now  on  duty  at  this  place  have  produced  satisfactory  evidence 
that  their  families  were  sick  and  distressed,  and  that  their  pres- 
ence at  home  for  a few  days  was  essential  to  the  comfort  of 
their  friends.  Applications  to  Gen^  Cushing,  for  obtaining  fur- 
loughs, have  in  most  of  these  cases  been  refused,  and  I am  in- 
formed by  him  that  in  no  case,  agreeably  to  the  regulations  of  the 
war  department,  can  a furlough  be  granted  by  myself.  If  your 
excellency  has  any  communications  to  make  to  me  on  the  sub- 
ject, they  will  be  thankfully  received.

Sir 

As  you  have  been  detailed  to  the  command  of  the  detached 
militia  in  service  at  New-London  and  its  vicinity  you  will  repair 
as  soon  as  possible  to  that  post  and  make  such  dispositions  of 
the  troops  as  the  defence  & safety  of  that  part  of  the  State  shall 
require ; taking  care  however  not  to  station  any  part  of  the  force 
under  your  command  out  of  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  the 
state.  The  officer  commanding  the  United  States  troops  at  New 
London  having  expressed  his  opinion  that  the  third  regiment  of 
drafted  militia  may  under  present  appearances  be  relieved  from 
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duty,  you  will  immediately  attend  to  that  subject,  and  if  you 
should  be  of  the  same  opinion,  you  will  lose  no  time  in  dismiss- 
ing that  regiment  or  such  part  of  it  as  may  be  safely  dispensed 
with  — and  should  a reduction  in  the  number  of  general  and 
staff  officers  become  expedient  in  consequence  of  this  measure, 
you  are  at  liberty  to  make  it  accordingly 

The  guards  at  Stonington,  and  at  Saybrook  and  Killingworth 
are  to  be  relieved  from  time  to  time  from  the  force  stationed  at 
New  London  — 

The  troops  ordered  to  New  Haven  & Bridgeport  are  also  to 
be  considered  under  your  command,  and  it  will  be  your  duty 
to  visit  those  posts  at  an  early  day  and  attend  to  a proper 
distribution  of  the  force.  It  is  believed  the  number  ordered  to 
Bridgeport  will  be  Sufficient  to  cover  Stratford  point  and  Black- 
rock  — an  arrangement  probably  which  will  even  add  to  the 
Security  of  Bridgeport  itself  — 

In  the  event  of  an  attack  by  the  enemy  at  any  point  within 
the  limits  of  your  command,  you  will  call  on  the  officers  of  the 
militia  who  are  duly  authorized,  for  such  aid  as  the  emergency 
may  require,  proportioning  your  call  to  the  occasion,  giving  notice 
to  the  commander  in  chief  as  the  law  requires  in  such  cases,  and 
keeping  the  additional  force  in  the  field  no  longer  than  the 
exigency  evidently  demands  — In  all  cases  where  troops  are 
called  into  service  or  dismissed  particular  attention  must  be  paid 
to  their  being  mustered  in  the  mode  pointed  out  by  the  late  act 
of  Congress. 

You  will  assiduously  cultivate  a good  understanding  with  the 
national  troops,  whenever  you  may  be  brought  into  conjunction 
with  them,  and  inculcate  a similar  disposition  upon  the  officers 
and  men  under  your  command. 

An  officer  of  your  consideration  and  experience  will  feel  the 
necessity  of  paying  a critical  attention  to  the  health  cleanliness 
and  accommodation  of  the  troops,  as  well  as  to  their  discipline 
and  morals.  The  rules  for  their  government  are  contained  in  the 
act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  that  subject  at  their

In  consequence  of  the  exposed  and  defenceless  situation  of 
the  town  of  New  Haven  and  borough  of  Bridgeport  I have 
thought  proper,  by  the  advice  of  the  Council  to  order  into  service 
Six  hundred  men  for  the  protection  of  those  places.  The  General 
officer  of  the  United  States  located  at  New  London  has  been 
advised  of  this  proceedure,  and  has  also  been  requested  to  cause 
the  troops  to  be  duly  mustered  and  supplied.  He  admits  the 
propriety  of  the  measure,  but  as  I understand,  refuses  to  comply 
with  the  request ; and  on  grounds  which  in  my  view  are  wholly 
inadmissible  —

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To  His  Excellency  John  Cotton  Smith  Esquire 
Cap^  Gen^  & Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Connecticut  Militia, 

Sir, 

The  undersigned  deem  it  their  duty  to  represent  to  your 
Excellency  that  they  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  Town,  feel  that  their  property  is  very  much  exposed  to 
destruction  from  the  incursions  of  the  enemy,  & beg  leave  to 
ask  of  your  Excellency  that  a moderate  military  force  may  be 
stationed  in  this  Town  as  a guard  & defence  & that  a number 
of  muskets  may  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Select  Men  to 
be  used  as  occasion  may  require. 

Your  Excellency  will  recollect  that  no  military  force  is  at 
present  stationed  between  Killingworth  & New  Haven,  & that 
consequently  there  is  a line  of  coast  of  more  than  twenty  miles 
wholly  destitute  of  any  guard,  & completely  exposed  to  the 
depredations  of  the  enemy.  There  is  now  lying  directly  opposite 
this  Town  & but  a small  distance  from  the  shore,  two  frigates 
& a brig,  whose  barges  have  during  the  day  kept  the  Inhabitants 
in  a constant  state  of  alarm.  A vessel  has  been  taken  from  one  of 
our  harbours,  & a frequent  exchange  of  shot  has  taken  place 
between  our  people  & the  barges,  & at  one  time  a considerable 
number  of  the  English  were  on  shore.  In  such  a state  of  things 
all  business  must  cease  unless  an  efficient  guard  be  stationed,  on 
which  the  Inhabitants  may  rely  for  immediate  information,  & 
for  protection  till  they  can  assemble.  There  is  a present  a con- 
siderable number  of  valuable  vessels  in  our  rivers ; removed  up 
indeed  as  far  as  practicable,  but  still  plainly  to  be  seen  from 
ships  in  the  Sound. 

We  would  suggest  to  your  Excellency  that,  in  our  opinion, 
from  the  extent  of  sea  coast  in  this  Town,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  have  guards  stationed  at  three  several  points,  & that  two 
or  three  hundred  stand,  of  arms  together  with  a proportionate 
quantity  of  ammunition  would  not  be  more  than  prudence  re- 
quires us  to  ask  for  —

Inspired  with  emotions  of  Gratitude,  I take  the  Liberty  of 
expressing  my  warmest  acknowledgements,  to  your  Excellency, 
and  the  Honourable  Council  for  this  distinguished  mark  of  con- 
fidence, and  approbation. 

Candor,  Sir,  forbids  my  pleading  inability  either  from  bodily 
infirmity;  or  superannuation;  but  having  devoted  my  juvenile 
years  to  the  service  of  my  Country,  (in  that  conflict  that  gained 
our  Independence,)  as  a Pupil  under  the  Illustrious  Washington 
I now  with  due  defference  solicit  your  Excellencys  permission  to 
retire  from  service,  and  should  be  highly  gratified,  if  my  request 
can  consistently  be  granted  without  being  under  the  painful  ne- 
cessity of  assigning  any  further  reasons.  — 

It  is  with  extreme  reluctance  that  I intrude  upon  your  Ex- 
cellency on  this  occasion,  considering  the  important  crisis  of  our 
public  affairs ; but  a sense  of  duty  impels  me  to  it.

An  alarm  having  been  excited  here  yesterday  morning,  by 
the  appearance  of  two  large  ships  of  the  Enemy  a little  to  the 
eastward  of  this,  & certain  information  that  a large  number  of 
barges  in  advance  of  them,  were  seen  close  in  with  the  Branford 
shore, 

I deemed  it  my  duty,  after  suitable  deliberation  on  consulta- 
tion with  proper  officers,  to  call  out  the  troops  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  — accordingly  orders  were  issued  to  the  commanding 
officers  of  the  Battalion  of  Artillery  & of  four  companies  of  the 
second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  to  call  out  the  men  under  their 
command,  a request  was  also  made  to  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  Horse  & Foot  Guards  to  call  out  their  respective  Com- 
panies, it  is  with  pleasure  that  I add  that  calls  were  all  promptly 
made,  & obeyed  with  alacrity.  Col°  Staples  with  the  Company  of 
Horse  Guards  proceeded  as  far  as  Branford  where  some  of  the 
barges  had  attempted  a landing,  & it  appearing  advisable  to 
keep  up  a patrol  at  this  place  thro  the  night,  the  Company  re- 
mained on  duty  thro  the  night,  they  have  have  returned  & are 

dismissed. the  other  troops  were  discharged  last  evening 

with  the  exception  two  subalterns  guards  for  the  night  only,  one 
of  thirty  men  stationed  at  different  points  in  East  Haven  & one 

of  twenty  on  the  western  part  of  New  Haven. I have  this 

day  given  orders  for  a subalterns  guard  of  thirty  for  the  night, 
which  I hope  will  be  the  last  which  the  Militia  of  this  vicinity 
will  have  occasion  to  furnish  this  season,  as  it  is  to  be  presumed 
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that  the  detachment  to  be  stationed  here  under  Col°  Sanford  will 
be  ready  to  do  this  duty  by  another  evening 

Major  Parmele  of  the  27*^^  Regiment,  in  the  absence  of  Col° 
Baldwin  exercised  the  authority  by  law  vested  in  the  Comman- 
dant, he  has  advised  me  that  he  yesterday  called  out  a full  Com- 
pany of  Infantry  as  a guard  for  Guilford  & Branford  to  be  at 
different  points  for  eight  days  unless  sooner  discharged 

The  ships  came  to  anchor  yesterday  afternoon  off  Guilford 
about  five  miles  from  the  shore  where  they  still  remain,  they 
were  joined  by  a Brig  soon  after  they  came  to  Anchor 

I should  have  sent  immediate  notice  of  my  proceedings  by  Ex- 
press but  having  been  informed  that  your  Excellency  was  absent 
from  home  & would  be  at  Hartford  on  Thursday,  I have  deemed 
it  not  incorrect  to  adopt  the  course  now  taken ; this  will  be  handed 
you  by  Col°  Staples  who  will  be  able  to  communicate  particulars 
more  minutely

For  some  time  past  Gentlemen  of  this  place  have  applied  to 
me  almost  daily  to  enquire  whether  some  method  cannot  be 
adopted  for  organizing  a Corps  of  artillery  in  this  Town.  There 
are  About  one  hundred  Men  chiefly  exempts  & Sailors,  who  are 
willing  to  organize  themselves  as  artillery;  of  these  probably 
more  than  half  are  exempts.  There  are  also  on  the  roll  of  the 
1 Batta''  Compy  23"^  Reg^  more  than  Two  hundred  names.  The 
Masters  & Mates  of  Vessels  as  well  as  Sailors  feel  themselves 
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very  awkwardly  situated  — they  are  perhaps  in  strictness  of 
Law  liable  to  militia  Duty,  but  from  their  habits  of  Life  are 
very  averse  to  it,  though  perfectly  willing  to  pull  & hawl  at  the 
Gun  If  they  cannot  avoid  it  they  will  pay  their  fines  but  will  not 
do  duty  in  the  Infantry.  I have  informed  the  Gentlemen  that 
I was  perfectly  confident  that  y*"  Excellency  would  patronize 
evry  attempt  to  increase  & render  more  effective  the  military 
force  of  the  State,  as  far  as  it  could  done  with  propriety 

As  the  Persons  proposing  to  join  this  Corps  are  chiefly  ex- 
empts or  those  who  will  be  exempt  in  time  of  peace,  they  wish 
to  have  their  Company  so  organized  as  to  be  subject  to  the 
orders  of  y^  Excellency  & their  own  Officers  & so  as  not  to  be 
annexed  to  the  Militia.  In  Case  they  are  organized,  they  will 
want  four  pieces  of  Cannon.  These  the  Company  & Town  will 
be  willing  to  purchase  in  5^  first  instance,  if  the  State  will 
reimburse  them  at  convenient  time.  Iron  Sixes,  weighing  but 
about  half  a hundred  more  than  our  brass  Sixes  can  be  purchased 
in  Philadelphia  & can  be  mounted  in  a short  time  at  a reasonable 
expence. 

If  the  Guns  were  mounted  so  as  to  be  moved  by  Bricoles 
instead  of  Drag  ropes  (which  I believe  is  in  the  opinion  of  mod- 
ern artillerists  the  best  mode)  with  the  ammunition  Box  between 
the  Cheeks,  the  Guns  would  be  so  fitted  that  Cavalry  could  be 
drilled  to  use  them  & would  become  Horse  artillery  in  a short 
time. 

Sailors  would  also  use  Bricoles  with  more  facility  than  Drag 
Ropes.  If  y’'  Excellency  should  think  proper  to  give  your  ap- 
probation to  the  proposed  association  the  Gentlemen  would  im- 
mediately organize  themselves,  so  that  whatever  is  necessary  to 
be  done  by  the  Legislature  may  done  at  the  next  Session.  I am

In  the  mean  time  I dispatched  Maj’r  Masters  with  your  letter 
to  Gen  Cushing  with  a polite  invitation  to  favor  me  with  an 
interview  whenever  it  might  suit  his  convenience  — He  replied 
with  great  agitation  that  he  did  not  re[c]ognize  me  as  Majr  Gen. 
neither  should  call  on  me.  he  then  observed  to  Maj’r  Masters 
that  Gen  Lusk  and  the  officers  knew  better  than  to  take  orders 
from  me  & that  he  should  arrest  them  if  they  presumed  to  do 
it  — he  further  observed  that  he  should  instantly  withdraw  all 
support  from  the  troops  — After  this  he  sent  for  Gen  Lusk  to 
his  Quarters  and  made  use  of  entreaties  and  threats  to  induce 
him  to  disobey  my  orders  — & finally  told  in  so  many  words 
— that  there  was  but  one  of  two  things  for  him  to  do  — either 
to  place  himself  under  his  authority  or  to  be  considered  as 
exciting  a mutiny  and  be  treated  accordingly  and  also  demanded 
of  him  to  give  in  writing  his  reasons  for  disobeying  his  orders. 
This  insulting  demand  Gen  Lusk  treated  with  the  contempt  it 
merited 
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The  officers  & men  are  indignant  at  Cushings  conduct  es- 
pecially in  this  instance.  I have  not  had  time  to  confer  with  but 
few  of  the  inhabitants  respecting  this  business : but  have  reason 
to  believe  that  many  of  them  are  growing  ashamed  of  their 
conduct 

With  respect  to  the  3^  Regt.  I have  been  Requested  by  the  Pay

tached to  Assist  me  in  this  trying  moment,  having  no  Assistance 
from  Major  Sherman  as  respects  the  Infantry  — — I am 
Obliged  to  be  CoP  Major,  Cap^  &c  &c  having  so  many  constant 
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Avocations  (partly  in  consequence  of  the  Detachment’s  being 
made  up  from  different  Corps)  it  is  impossible  for  me  alone  to 
pay  that  Attention  to  the  Organization,  Discipline  & Police  of 
the  Troops  which  the  good  of  the  Service  requires.  Much  diffi- 
culty has  already  existed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  Con- 
tractor relative  to  subsistence  especially  Bread.  I have  been  ob- 
liged to  take  the  regular  course,  appoint  a Committee  who  con- 
demned the  Bread  for  two  Days,  I apprehend  this  difficulty  will 
subside.  A very  unpleasant  circumstance  has  Occurred  relative 
to  Rank  or  Command  between  Cap^  Bishop  of  the  New-Haven 
Artillery  & Lieu^  Tomlinson  of  the  Derby  Artillery  of  State 
Corps,  neither  will  submit  to  be  commanded  by  the  other  — 
And  Although  the  rule  is  plain  yet  the  Obstinacy  of  the 

Gentlemen  is  so  great,  that  either  will  sooner  be  suspended.  Ar- 
rested, & suffer  a Trial  by  Court  Martial,  rather  than  tamely 
submit  to  be  Commanded  as  Aforesaid : I have  directed  them  for 
the  moment  to  act  Separately,  untill  Your  pleasure  or  that  of  His 
Excellency  be  known.

The  militia  of  Connecticut  I trust  will  not  be 
frightened  out  of  their  just  rights  by  the  threats  of  a military 
usurper.  They  will  do  their  duty  unmoved  by  his  insolence,  and 
unshaken  in  their  affection  for  their  own  government. 

The  course  adopted  by  Major  General  Taylor  is  altogether 
correct  on  his  prudence  and  decision  I place  great  reliance.  The 
sturdy  firmness  of  General  Lusk  has  also  afforded  me  much 
satisfaction.

Gen*  Cushing  has  sent  an  order  for  Gen*  Lusk  this  morning, 
to  instantly  assign  a reason  for  his  disobedience.

Lusk  to  take  no  notice  of  such  an  impudent  demand  — he  fol- 
lowed my  advice.  Soon  after  this  Gen*  Cushing  sent  his  Aid 
De  Camp  with  a peremtory  order  to  Gen*  Lusk,  immediately  to 
give  his  reasons  for  withholding  his  daily  report  and  contradict 
or  assent  to  the  fact  of  having  recv^  and  executing  the  Orders  of 
an  Officer  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  Threats  were 
given  out  and  circulated  from  the  Head  Quarters  of  Gen* 

Cushing  that  force  would  be  resorted  too Shortly  after 

this,  being  in  my  room  I heard  Marshal  musick  and  had  the 
cureosity  to  look  out  and  saw  a body  of  regular  troops  marching 
towards  my  quarters,  Commanded  as  I learnt  by  Co*  Atkinson 
— at  this  instant  Major  Goddark  [sic]  entered  my  room  appar- 
ently in  great  agitation  and  told  me  “to  instantly  prepare  for 
the  worst,”  I laughingly  told  him  it  was  ridiculous  to  be  alarmed. 
“He  replied  I tell  you  to  take  care  of  your  self.  I know.”  and  pre- 
cipitally  left  the  room.  I gave  orders  immediatly  for  the  Troops 
to  be  paraded  for  inspection,  without  assigning  any  other  reason, 
being  determined  at  any  event  to  be  prepared  for  the  worst.  This 
maneuvor  of  Gen*  Cushing  was  no  doubt  done  with  a view 
to  intimidate  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  Major  Goddard  heard 
threats  (he  being  in  the  confidence  of  Gen*  Cushing)  that  in- 
duced him  to  believe  that  force  would  be  employed,  as  Gen* 
Cushing  had  the  audacity  to  declare  that  he  considered  Gen* 
Lusk  as  the  Ring-leader  of  a mutiny,  and  that  he  would  be  dealt 
with  accordingly.  The  inhabitants  of  New  London  notwithstand- 
ing their  former  partiality  for  Cushing,  begin  to  reflect  on  their 
situation  and  grow  alarmed  for  fear  they  may  be  left  solely, 
to  the  protection  of  their  darling  friend  Gen*  Cushing,  I have 
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not  as  yet  taken  particular  pains  to  undeceive  them  — they  are 
ashamed  to  own  their  predilection  for  this  man.  But  Sir  it  is 
evident  with  respect  to  the  affair  of  the  regular  troops,  march- 
ing by  our  quarters  this  morning.  The  inhabitants  viewed  it 
with  evident  astonishment  — As  they  acknowledge  that  this  is 
the  first  time  that  a thing  of  this  kind  has  hapened,  But  give  me 
leave  to  tell  you,  from  the  spirit  manifested  among  the  officers 
(a  number  of  which  hapened  at  my  quarters  at  the  instant) 
had  they  attempted  any  thing,  not  a man  of  them  would  have 
been  alive  in  fifteen  minutes  As  it  is  not  advisable  that  things 
of  this  kind  should  go  abroad,  I took  particular  pains  to  keep  it 
entirely  to  ourselves

Since  my  letter  of  this  morning  I have  conferred  with  Gen- 
eral Terry  on  the  subjects  therein  mentioned  — 

I presume  you  will  have  sent  the  militia  infantry  to  Guilford 
& ordered  in  the  Subaltern  and  thirty  privates  from  Capt. 
Chittenden’s  company.  It  will  be  very  desireable  that  you  should 
dispense  with  an  additional  number  of  troops  if  possible  — We 
shall  really  require  the  remainder  of  the  state  corps  to  relieve 
the  men  now  on  duty  at  N.  London  — If  you  however  deem  an 
increase  of  your  force  absolutely  necessary  I shall  comply  with 
your  request  but  with  a little  variation  — Capt.  Woodruff’s  com- 
pany consists  of  63  rank  & file  & one  of  his  Subalterns  is  unfit 
for  duty  — Should  the  men  be  ordered  to  N.  Haven  the  Captain 
& two  Subalterns  must  also  go,  and  with  the  subaltern  & thirty 
privates  will  constitute  a reputable  company  — Get  along  without 
this  arrangement  if  you  can  — if  not  let  me  know  & the  requisite 
order  shall  be  given  — An  equal  if  not  a greater  difficulty  exists 
with  respect  to  an  additional  field  officer  from  the  state  corps  — A 
vacancy  was  left  unfilled  the  last  May  Session  and  there  have 
been  lately  two  resignations  — Under  these  circumstances  we 
shall  not  be  able  to  Supply  your  demand  & leave  a Sufficient

We  the  Inhabitants  of  Westbrook  in  the  Town  of  Saybrook 
Beg  leave  one  more  to  address  Your  Excellency,  on  the  subject 
of  some  defence  against  the  hostile  appearance  of  the  British 
squadron  off  this  place  — We  would  not  trouble  your  Excellency 
so  soon  again,  were  it  not  that  (in  our  apprehention)  there  is  an 
increasing  danger  to  the  people  of  this  place  — the  British 
squadron  in  the  sound  have  increased  thier  numbers,  and  seem 
determined  to  stop  the  coasting  trade  from  Connecticut  River 
to  Newyork,  consequently  take  thier  stations  so  near  us, 
that  in  less  than  one  hour  they  might  come  from  their  ships  and 
land  in  the  center  of  the  Society  where  there  is  more  than  fifty 
Dwelling  Houses  within  one  mile,  and  in  fair  [vijew  of  thier 
ships — And  there  is  no  guard  nearer  than  Saybrook  fort,  about 
six  miles  east  — Or  at  Killingworth  waterside,  five  miles  west — 
We  would  inform  your  Excellency  that  we  are  not  only  exposed 
to  the  enemy’®  barges,  but  from  smacks  and  eastern  built  boats, 
of  which  the  sound  is  very  full — And  we  cannot  discern  at  a 
little  distance  friends,  or  foes,  from  thier  appearance — Some  of 
our  fishermen  on  the  point  of  reafs  when  fishing,  say  they  could 
see  into  some  of  those  boats  which  came  close  alongside  of  them, 
and  see  numbers  of  armed  men  lying  down  in  thier  boats,  and 
a carriage  gun  covered  with  canvis,  and  a british  uniform  under 

an  old  watch  coat  &c Some  of  our  people  remove  thier  stock 

from  the  sea  shore  at  night,  from  fear  of  thier  being  carried  off 
in  the  night  without  any  alarm — We  would  further  inform  your 
Excellency  that  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Society  feel  themselves 
extreamly  unsafe  and  uneasy,  and  are  ready  to  say,  we  have  not 
that  protection  which  our  exposed  situation  doth  require — We 
the  undersigned  petitioners  therefore  pray  your  Excellency  again 
to  take  our  unhappy  case  into  your  wise  consideration,  and  grant 
us  a guard ; either  from  the  detached  militia.  Or  in  some  other 
way  (as  to  your  Excellency  shall  seem  meet)  to  grant  relief — 
And  as  in  duty  bound  your  petitioners  shall  pray —

result  as  I anticipated Yesterday  I went  again  to 

New  London,  not  having  heard  any  thing  respecting  the  troops 

being  dismissed  as  agreed  on  by  Gen^  Taylor  on  Sunday 

but  on  conferring  with  Gen^  T.  felt  satisfied  with  the  reasons  for 
the  delay,  which  he  told  me  he  should  communicate  this  morning 

to  you  by  mail I was  able  to  satisfy  some  of  the 

inhabitants  of  N L with  whom  I conversed  that  the  present  ar- 
rangement was  correct ; their  fears  had  been  excited,  but  I appre- 
hend no  difficulty  from  the  reasonable  & discerning 

The  Cashier  of  the  Norwich  Bank  has  this  day  rec^  from  the 
treasurer  an  invitation  to  partake  in  a loan  to  this  state  authorised 
by  the  Legislature  in  May,  I sincerely  regret  that  the  general 
distrust  & late  pressure  on  our  bank,  obliges  us  to  refuse  a parti- 
cipation   I feel  confident  that  the  shock  occasioned 

by  the  refusal  of  the  York  Banks  to  pay  specie,  will  eventually 
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oblige  US  to  take  the  same  steps The  funds  we  had  pro- 

vided in  N York  are  without  our  reach,  & the  effort  we  had 

made  to  procure  funds  in  Boston  has  proved  unsuccessful 

The  contemplated  event  is  very  distress  [ing]  to  us,  but  from 
present  appearances  not  a dollar  of  our  paper  will  be  permitted 
to  sleep  in  peace,  & we  are  unprepared  to  pay  specie  for  all  in 

circulation we  hope  for  the  honour  of  the  state  that  the 

other  institutions  may  bear  the  shock,  but  our  apprehensions  are 

not  confined  to  ourselves

The  subscribers  would  inform  your  Excellency  that  at  a meet- 
ing of  a large  number  of  respectable  citizens  of  this  vicinity  on 
the  day  of  August  last  they  were  desired  by  a unanimous 
vote  to  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  by  them  adopted  — To 
answer  one  branch  of  their  appointment,  after  furnishing  at  their 
own  indvidual  expence,  the  ground  affording  a site  commanding 
a portion  of  a valuable  tract  of  country  on  the  shore,  & in  some 
points  of  view,  of  great  importance  to  the  State,  the  com- 
mittee have  the  satisfaction  of  informing  your  Excellency  that, 
from  a principle  of  patriotism  or  other  cause  there  has  been  a 
remarkable  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  in  erecting  a 
fort  on  Grovers  Hill  the  place  alluded  to  at  an  expence  of  more 
than  five  hundred  days  of  voluntary  labour,  beside  the  many 
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contingent  pecuniary  expences  attending  it  — To  render  this 
work  serviceable  for  the  publick,  the  committee  find  it  necessary 
to  ask  the  patronage  and  direction  of  your  Excellency  if  consis- 
tent with  executive  duty  to  afford  it Altho’  there  exists  a

Sir 

your  Excellencys  Letters  of  the  8*^  & 12*^  are  before  me.  It 
was  highly  gratifying  to  myself  & to  those  of  our  Citizens  who 
feel  an  interest  in  the  establishment  of  an  Artillery  Corps,  to 
find  that  the  proposal  met  with  the  approbation  of  your  Excel- 
lency. 

The  Company  will  be  immediately  organized  as  far  it  can  be 
without  legislative  aid.  It  was  expected  that  the  Company  or- 
ganized in  the  North  Society  would  have  been  united  with  that 
in  the  City — I still  expect  & believe  it  will  be  done — but  if  an 
independent  Company  is  to  be  established  there  I suggest  the 
propriety  of  suspending  all  proceedings  relative  to  the  Officers 
for  the  present  — the  reasons  I cannot  at  this  moment  give, 
but  they  are  such  as  I know  will  have  weight  with  your  Excel- 
lency 

In  the  Letter  of  the  12**^  y’’  Excellency  remarks  that  if  a Com- 
pany of  Volunteer  Artillerists  will  associate  &c  under  the  Act, 
they  shall  be  supplied  with  brass  threes  &c.  I remark,  that  in 
strictness  of  Law  neither  the  Company  associated  in  the  City 
nor  that  in  the  north  Society  can  be  brought  within  the  Acts  of 
the  Assembly  referered  to.  One  third  of  the  whole  are  strictly 
exempts,  the  residue  all  mostly  those  who  are  exempt  in  time  of 
Peace  but  liable  to  militia  duty  in  time  of  War — that  is  — they 
are  either  Masters  or  Mates  of  Vessels  or  Sailors.  I presume 
therefore,  that  some  legislative  provision  is  necessary,  before 
the  Company  can  be  completely  organized.  The  Company  is  al- 
ready so  far  organized  that  they  will  proceed  to  the  Choice 
of  Officers,  as  soon  as  it  is  know  what  will  be  done  with  the  ap- 
plication from  the  North  Society 

If  the  two  associations  should  be  united,  there  would  probably 
be  Two  Commissioned  Officers  in  the  North  Society.  The  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  would  be  gratified  at  having  the  3 pounders 
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here,  & the  association  will  proceed  to  the  choice  of  Two  com- 
misse’d  officers.  If  you[r]  Excellency  should  think  proper  to 
order  them  here  & to  place  them  under  my  care  untill  the  Com- 
pany shall  be  organized,  I will  be  responsible  that  they  shall  be 
properly  housed  & cased  — In  case  of  an  alarm,  Cap‘  Hubbards 
Comp^  of  State  Corps  Cavalry  might  use  them — they  can  be 

taught  to  manoever  Two  pieces  in  half  an  hour 

Wrought  Iron  Guns  have  long  been  a desederatum  I believe, 
wrought  Sixes  can  be  contracted  for  at  a moderat  price.  An 
Intelligent  Mechanic  of  this  place  will  contract  to  make  some  & 
to  warrant  them  against  any  proof.  He  will  engage  to  make  a pair 
as  an  Experiment,  at  fifty  Cents  a pound  the  weight  not  to 
exceed  2„  0 — provided  he  can  have  an  advance  of  200  Dolls 
— to  be  repaid  if  he  does  not  succeed — & provided  he  can  have 
a contract  to  make  four  or  five  pair,  at  a fair  price  if  he  does 
succeed.  I believe  Iron  Sixes  weighing  from  to  — 

can  be  made  at  from  thirty  to  forty  Dolls  the  hundred.  The  exper- 
iment of  wrought  Guns  has  been  made  & failed  in  Europe — The 
Experiment  failed  from  Two  Causes — 1 they  attempted  only 
large  Guns  — i.e.  — 12  prs  & upwards — 2 they  attempted  weld 
Bars  laterally,  which  could  not  be  done 

Wrought  3 & 4 prs  have  been  made  with  success  in  the  United 
States — 

If  your  Excellency  should  deem  this  subject  [worjthy  of  at- 
tention, I will  undertake  to  [over]  see  & direct  the  making  of 
the  first  pair. 

If  the  Experiment  should  succeed — Sixes  mounted  & fitted 
could  be  afforded  at  $1000  to  $1100  the  pair

Sir Since  the  date  of  my  last  communication  to 

your  Excellency,  the  3'’'^  Regt  of  drafted  Militia  have  been  re- 
moved from  their  Encampment  on  Groton  Bank  and  encamped 
on  Groton  great  Neck  — Two  companies  have  been  quartered 
in  a house  near  the  mouth  of  the  Harbour,  & employed  in  com- 
pleting a Battery  at  that  place,  under  the  superintendance  of 

Maj  Lee  of  the  United  States  Army Guards  from  the 

3 Regt  have  been  posted  from  the  mouth  of  the  Harbour  to 

Pequonock  Bridge Guards  from  the  Regt  have  been 

posted,  with  a view  to  guard  the  coast  from  the  light  house  to 
Jordan  plain 

On  the  IL^  Inst  I reed  an  order  from  Maj'''  Gen^  Ta}dor  di- 
recting me  to  discontinue  calling  at  the  office  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  District  for  district  orders,  & to  obey  no  orders 
excepting  such  as  should  be  issued  under  the  Authority  of  this 
State.  By  the  same  order  I was  directed  to  make  report  regularly 
of  the  force’s  under  my  command  to  the  Comm®  Genl.  in  the 
service  of  this  State 

After  receiving  this  order  I apprised  Geffi  Cushing  the  same 
day  by  message  of  the  cause  of  my  discontinuing  to  report  to 
him,  & he  immediately  requested  a personal  interview  with  me 

I called  upon  him  accordingly  & the  following  is 

a brief  sketch  of  the  conversation  which  then  passed  between 
us 

Genl.  Cushing  began  with  stating  his  view  of  the  situation  of 
the  Militia  under  my  command  — He  said  that  Govenor  Smith 
had  placed  this  part  of  the  Militia,  completely  out  of  his  power, 
that  he  could  not  exercise  any  Authority  over  them,  any  more 
than  he  could  over  the  troops  in  the  posts,  or  over  Gov''  Tomp- 
kins’s Militia,  and  that  he  never  could  till  they  were  legally  dis- 
charged by  the  United  States  in  whose  service  they  then  were 
I replied  that  I considered  myself  at  all  times  under

the  immediate  command  of  the  Capt  Genl  of  Connecticut,  tho 
with  respect  to  the  stationing  of  the  troops  I had  considered  my- 
self in  some  measure  under  his,  Gen.  Cushings,  command  untill 
the  arrival  of  Major  Gen.  Taylor,  provided  his,  Gen  Cushings’s 
orders  were  not  contrary  to  the  particular  directions,  which 

I had  received  from  the  Commander  in  Chief Gen 

Cushing  then  stated  the  manner  in  which  he  made  his  requisition, 
and  said  that  he  considered  that  Gov’*  Smith  had  complied  with 
his  requisition  without  any  reserve,  if  not  he  should  not  have 

received  the  men He  never  had  required  a Major 

Genl.  & never  expected  them  to  be  under  the  command  of  a 

Major  Genl.  till  one  was  required If  he  had  required  the 

whole  detachment,  then  he  should  have  expected  a Major  Genl. 

Untill  that  requisition  was  made  he  should  not  recognise 

a Maj.  Gen.  but  consider  me  and  the  Brigade  under  his  im- 
mediate Command 

I replied  that  I was  confident  that  Gov^'  Smith  had  never  con- 
sidered the  situation  of  the  Militia  under  my  command  to  be 

such  as  he  had  represented I said  that  I had  supposed  that 

his  corrispondence  with  Gov^  Smith  had  already  informed  him 
of  his  real  views  with  regard  to  the  situation  of  the  Militia, 
if  not  I had  always  been  ready  to  make  known  to  him  upon  his 
request,  such  part  of  my  orders  from  Gov^  Smith,  as  would  have 

showed  his  (Gov^  Smiths)  views  of  the  subject 

He  then  stated  to  me  the  situation  in  which  I should  place  myself, 

by  disobeying  his  (Gen.  Cushings)  Orders In  the  first  place, 

provided  I remained  here  & disobeyed  his  orders,  I should  be 
considered  as  engaged  in  a Mutiny,  & be  treated  accordingly 

In  the  second  place  if  I should  withdraw  the  troops  or 

march  them  away  it  would  be  considered  as  desertion  and  treated 

accordingly I replied  that  he  might  well  suppose  that 

I was  too  much  attached  to  the  government  of  this  State,  to 
revolt  from  it 

Then  Gen  Cushing  replied  that  he  did  not  know  that  he  had  a 

sufficient  force  to  use  coercive  means this  sentiment  he 

had  before  uttered  in  the  presence  of  Majors  Masters  & Plum- 
mer, — in  the  morning 
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He  then  made  the  following  demand  — You  must  inform  me 
in  writing  whether  you  will  obey  my  orders  or  not ; & it  must  be 

in  writing,  a verbal  answer  will  not  be  received I then 

informed  him  that  I would  take  time  to  consider  of  it  & left  him 

During  the  conversation  above  related,  there  was  no  other 
person  present,  but  Gen  Cushing  & myself 

The  next  morning  I received  a letter  from  him,  a copy  of 
which  marked  A is  enclosed  — My  reply  (marked  B)  I have 

also  enclosed In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  he  sent  to 

me  a district  order,  a copy  of  which  (marked  C)  is  inclosed 

Since  the  receipt  of  the  above  order  I have  had  no  communica- 
tion with  Gen  Cushing

To  his  Excellency  John  C Smith  Esquire,  Captain — 

General,  and  Commander  in  chief  of  the  Militia  of  Connecticut. 

Sir, 

In  the  original  organization  of  the  Military  Corps  for  the 
defence  of  this  State,  I had  the  honour  to  receive  from  your 
Excellency  an  Ensign’s  commission  in  the  first  company  in  the 
first  regiment  of  Infantry  in  said  Corps,  of  which  company  Seth 
Comstock  was  appointed  captain,  Elisha  D Whittlesey  first 

lieutenant,  and  James  C.  Cook  second  lieutenant. On  the 

promotion  of  Capt.  Comstock  to  the  rank  of  Major,  in  October 
last,  lieutenant  Whittlesey  was  promoted  to  the  command  of  the 
said  company,  lieutenant  Cook  received  the  appointment  of  first 
lieutenant,  and  myself  that  of  second  lieutenant.  In  the  late 
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vacancies  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  Capt.  Whittlesey  and 
lieutenant  Cook,  Darius  Starr,  first  lieutenant  of  the  second 
company  of  the  eighth  regiment  of  cavalry  was  appointed  by 
your  Excellency  to  the  command  of  the  company  first-mentioned, 
and  myself  promoted  to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  same. 

I have  troubled  your  Excellency  with  the  foregoing  detail 
as  preliminary  to  the  remark,  that  the  appointment  of  lieutenant 
Starr  to  the  command  of  the  said  company  is  such  a deviation 
from  the  usual  and  ordinary  course  of  military  promotions,  as  is 
irreconcileable,  I humbly  conceive,  with  that  honorable  reputa- 
tion as  a military  officer  which  I,  on  whom  that  appointment 
would  ordinarily  have  devolved,  feel  ambitious  of  sustaining 
while  in  military  life,  and  which  I am  not  conscious  of  having 
forfeited  by  my  conduct  as  an  officer,  as  a citizen,  or  as  a man. 

While  I revere  the  cause,  and  honour  the  service,  in  which  I 
have  held  a humble  rank,  I am  constrained  to  request  of  your 
Excellency  that  I may  be  discharged  from  further  service  in  said 
Military  Corps,  and  in  a station  in  which,  under  the  circum- 
stances, that  service  could  be  rendered  only  under  feelings  of  de- 
gradation which  must  necessarily  preclude  that  cheerfulness  and 
cordiality  of  attachment  which  should  attend  it.

On  Saturday  last  I received  a letter  from  Col°  Brainard  of  the 
yth  Regiment,  informing  me  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
militia  company  in  Killingworth  had  called  out  his  company  at 
the  time  of  the  alarm  along  the  coast,  on  the  inst  — & that 
he  (CoL  Brainard)  had  ordered  him  to  hold  his  company  in  ser- 
vice until  further  orders as  the  person  who  was  bearer 

of  the  communication  to  me  had  a similar  one  for  your  Excel- 
lency, which  he  informed  me  that  he  was  to  proceed  immediately 

with  I did  not  then  think  it  necessary. I wrote  however  to 

CoP  Brainard,  directing  him  to  have  the  Company  mustered  & 
dismissed.  — late  last  evening  I received  a letter  from  the  Cap- 
tain advising  me  that  the  Company  was  still  in  service  & that 
CoP  Brainard  has  passed  thro  Killingworth  & was  still  absent 
from  home,  from  this  ’tis  probable  that  my  letter  had  not 
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reached  him.  — I have  now  repeated  my  orders  to  the  Captain, 
& hope  that  the  Company  will  be  speedily  dismissed 

Col®  Sanford  mentioned  to  me  a few  days  since,  that  your 
Excellency  had  been  informed  by  a messenger  from  Guilford 
that  the  calling  out  of  the  militia  at  that  place  was  approved  of 
by  me,  so  far  from  was  this  being  the  case,  that  I wrote  im- 
mediately to  Major  Parmele  & stated  to  him  that  I had  no  au- 
thority to  approve  of  the  measure,  that  he  must  immediately 
notify  your  Excellency  of  the  fact.  — I feel  conscious  of  com- 
mitting so  many  errors  in  my  military  conduct,  that  I am  un- 
willing to  have  more  imputed  than  belong  to  me.

His  Excellency  the  Cap^  Gen^  Sir 

Yours  of  13‘^  came  duly  to  hand.  The  Order  therein  contained 
is  executed  — The  Troops  have  been  mustered.  The  small 
number  of  Troops  at  this  rendezvous,  the  extent  of  Coast  to  be 
protected,  the  inexperience  of  many  of  the  Officers,  the  enemy 
hovering  round  our  Borders,  the  constant  application  of  the 
good  Citizens  of  this  & the  Adjacent  Towns  praying  that  Guards 
might  be  Stationed  at  this,  that  & the  other  Point,  The  want 
of  experience  in  the  Deputy  Com^  & M.  Gen^®  Departments 
in  the  supply  of  Rations  which  has  been  that  of  a bad  quality 
& in  two  instances  has  been  condemned  (both  Bread  & meat 
by  an  inspecting  Committee)  The  Organization  of  the  Troops 
together  with  the  ordinary  routine  of  Duty,  & all  this  without  the 
Assistance  & Direction  of  Maj”*  Geffi  Taylor,  (he  being  as  I 
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understand  on  particular  business)  is  to  me  perplexing  in  every 
sense  of  the  word,  but  nothing  shall  break  me  down,  so  long  as 
the  God  of  Nature  holds  me  up.  It  is  a source  of  mortification  & 
painful  to  me  to  State  to  Your  Excellency  (altho’  a duty  in- 
cumbent) that  a number  of  Men  of  Cap^  Curtis’  & Cap*^  Bucking- 
hams Companies  have  Absented  themselves  from  quarters  (& 
gone  home  as  I suppose)  the  pretext  from  their  Officers  (Al- 
though I have  none  in  their  behalf)  is  the  want  of  Good  Rations 
& hard  Duty.  I ought  also  to  State  that  the  aforesaid  Cap*®  (the 
Command  of  Your  Excellency  notwithstanding)  have  left  a num- 
ber of  Men  at  home  which  were  recently  detached  from  their 
Companies  to  Bridgeport  taking  the  responsibility  on  themselves.

Lieu*  Sick.  In  Answer  to  the  Cap*  Gen*  relative  to  Rank, 
nothing  more  was  intended  than  the  Rank  of  Companies,  the 
difficulty  for  the  present  has  subsided  Although  the  Appeal  still 

lies  before  Your  Excellency There  would  be  no  question  in 

my  mind  in  Ordinary  cases  between  enlisted  Companies  & those 
of  the  Militia,  but  that  the  former  should  take  Rank,  but  the 
Charter  of  Cap*  Bishops  Company  that  of  Battallion  instead  of 
Company,  it  is  therefore  a point  of  some  Delicacy  (but  all  is 
well).  I have  serious  doubts  relative  to  the  abilities  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  Detach**  at  Bridgeport,  from  his  communica- 
tions to  me,  altho’  my  Directions  to  him  have  been  pointed.  I 
trust  Your  Excellency  will  not  hold  me  responsible  for  his  con- 
duct. I had  got  thus  far  upon  the  receipt  of  Your  Excellencys 
2**  Letter  same  Date.  Cap*  Thompson  has  gone  with  his  Company 
to  Guilford,  Lieut.  Rogers  will  be  here  tomorrow,  but  with  24 
Men  only  instead  of  30. 

The  Duty  for  the  Troops  here  is  extremely  fatiguing  & I see 
no  alternative  from  the  present  force  — I shall  cheerfully  dis- 
pense with  any  arrangements  made  by  Your  Excellency 
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Your  Excellency  will  instantly  perceive  the  necessity  of  some 
Augmentation  or  different  arrangement  of  the  Force  — — 
Major  Hotchkiss  is  an  Active  vigilant  Officer  has  seen  service 
& is  contiguous  to  this  Post  — Major  Copeland  (if  not  resigned) 
is  also  a Soldier  in  every  sense  & is  adjacent  to  New  London. 
Your  Excellency  on  these  momentous  subjects  will  excuse  my 
being  thus  Prolix.

well  known  to  your  Excellency  & notwithstanding  the  disposi- 
tion your  Excellency  has  ever  manifested  to  afford  ample  pro- 
tection to  all  parts  of  the  State;  yet  we  believe  you  are  not 
fully  apprized  of  our  particular  condition  & immediate  danger. 
The  force  stationed  at  this  place  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  most 
judicious  & discreet  part  of  our  Citizens  altogether  inadequate 
to  repel  the  Enemy  or  secure  us  against  the  threatening  danger. 
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The  Squadron  of  the  United  States  which  sought  Refuge  in  our 
Waters  composing  a third  of  our  Navy  offers  to  the  national 
pride  & ambition  of  the  Enemy  an  object  of  attack  at  this  time 
of  greater  Interest  than  can  be  found  in  any  other  part  of  the 
United  States — an  object  the  attainment  of  which  will  in  all 
probability  be  attempted  even  at  any  Expence  and  Sacrafice 

We  would  not  presume  to  dictate  the  course  to  be 

pursued  by  your  Excellency  yet  we  do  believe  that  a much 
greater  force  than  is  now  stationed  here  is  indispensibly  neces-

Having  been  engaged  for  several  weeks  on  the  coast  and  in 
the  interiour  of  the  State,  I had  not  the  pleasure  to  receive  your 
letter  of  the  6*^  instant  until  my  arrival  here  this  day  — 

Rest  assured  Sir  of  my  sincere  disposition  to  assist  in  the 
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defence  of  New  York  to  the  extent  of  the  means  at  my  disposal. 
But  I need  not  inform  you  that  we  have  more  than  one  hundred 
miles  of  Sea  coast  assailable  by  the  enemy  — that  numerous 
bodies  of  militia  are  constantly  employed  in  watching  the  move- 
ments of  the  hostile  squadron  — and  that  in  the  event  of  a 
serious  attack  our  whole  strength  would  probably  be  required. 
Should  the  enemy  however  bring  his  entire  force  to  bear  upon 
New  York,  thus  leaving  us  for  the  time  unmolested,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  a respectable  number  of  our  troops  might  be  spared 
and  would  march  with  cheerfulness  to  the  relief  of  your  capital

In  this  time  of  alarming  apprehension  for  the  safety  of  this 
Town  & its  vicinity  my  responcibility  is  vastly  increased  & I 
should  not  discharge  my  duty  without  making  all  such  efforts 
for  our  security  as  are  in  my  power. I may  reason  incor- 

rectly, I sincerely  hope  I do,  but  I entertain  no  doubt  we  shall 

have  an  attack  at  this  Place. 

If  the  United  States  Ships  which  have  fled  for  safety  into  our 
Waters,  navigable  & approachable  by  the  Enemy’s  Ships,  were 
removed,  I confess  I should  entertain  no  serious  apprehensions 

of  an  immediate  attack. In  any  attempt  to  detroy 

this  Squadron  our  territory  is  violated,  if  our  Dwellings  are  not 
laid  in  ashes  — But  from  the  enemy’s  threats  & his  recent  con- 
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duct  at  Stonington,  even  the  latter  are  not  to  be  spared. 

To  protect  our  honour  and  reputation  the  enemy  must  not  put  his 
feet  on  our  Soil,  without  suitable  chastisement,  or  we  are  dis- 
graced forever 

■ To  enable  me,  in  the  absence  of  Maf  Gen^ 

Williams,  to  call  in  the  aid  of  all  the  forces  under  my  com- 
mand, with  the  least  possible  delay  & have  them  promptly  & 
speedily  furnished  with  arms  & ammunition  is  more  especially 
the  reason  for  addressing  Your  Excellency  by  soliciting  your 

instructions  at  the  present  moment 

Your  Excellency  will  recollect  that  on  the  18^^  of  June  last  you 
addressed  me  a Letter  of  instruction,  authorizing  me  “in  case 
the  enemy  should  appear  off  New  London  in  force  sufficient  to 
induce  the  belief  of  an  immediate  attack  to  exercise  the  authority 
given  me  by  Law  in  calling  out  at  the  request  of  Inspector  Gen- 
eral Jacob  Kingsbury  such  part  of  the  Troops  under  my  com- 
mand as  he  might  deem  necessary  for  the  occasion.” 

By  this  I am  not  authorized  to  call  out  Troops  unless  by  re- 
quest of  Col.  Kingsbury  & this  order  was  probably  intended  to 

leave  no  discretion  with  me  on  the  subject. Col.  Kingsbury 

does  not  command  & his  Successor  Gen^  Cushing  will  make  no 

future  requisition  or  even  request  for  Troops 

This  I have  from  the  best  source. Will  your  Excellency 

please  instruct  me  that  I may  not  be  exposed,  together  with  the 
State  to  disgrace  by  not  making  the  most  effectual  stand  in  our 

power  against  the  enemy 

Without  saying  more  the  embarrassing  situation  in  which  I am 

placed  will  be  seen  in  part, delicacy  does  not  permit  m^e 

to  disclose  it  fully. 

We  have  very  little  Ammunition  of  any  kind  particularly 
fixed  ammunition,  to  my  knowledge  Much  of  the  little  we  have  is 

bad  & unfit  for  use Indeed,  we  can  truly  say  that  at  no 

period  since  your  Excellency  has  provided  us  with  a force  have 
we  felt  so  little  confidence  in  our  defence  as  at  the  present, 

the  most  dangerious,  period  we  have  witnessed. It  does 

not  become  me  to  speak  of  the  state  & condition  of  the  Troops 
now  in  Service,  the  Bearer  of  the  Petition  from  the  Citizens  is 
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particularly  instructed  to  apprize  your  Excellency  of  this. 

We  earnestly  entreat  your  Excellency  that  we  may  have  Troops, 
disposed  to  serve  and  protect  us  and  the  state  & adequate  to  that 
all  important  object,  or  else  that  all  shew  of  force  may  be  dis- 
pensed with.  — The  spirit  of  our  Citizens  is  awakened. 

All  desire  to  meet  the  enemy  with  conduct  becoming  those  who 

regard  their  country. But  for  this  we  want  Troops,  arms  & 

Ammunition The  United  States  have  a large  Supply  of  the 

Latter,  but  upon  this  we  cannot  now  rely. No  officer  is 

authorized  to  deliver  it  to  our  Troops. Indeed  it  is 

whispered  that  Geffi  Cushing  will  have  now  so  small  a command 
here  that  he  will  take  up  his  Head  Quarters  at  Newport,  where 

the  largest  U,  States  force  is,  at  present  — But  I must 

ask  your  Excellency  not  to  mention  this  circumstance  as  it  was 
stated  to  me  in  such  a manner  I ought  not  to  name  it  to  any 
other  person 

I must  apologize  to  your  Excellency  for  troubling  you  with  so 
many  remarks  at  this  time  & my  only  excuse  is,  that  if  an  attack 
at  New  London  or  its  vicinity,  within  the  limits  of  my  command, 
is  not  repelled  or  at  any  rate  met  with  spirit,  whatever  the  force

rain  — the  unpleasant,  inteligence  received  on  the  road,  from 
the  Troops,  at  Newhaven  induced  Me  to  hasten  on  as  fast  as 
possible  — I was  happy  to  find  Col°  Ward  there  in  time,  to 
cooperate  in  removing  the  difficulty  by  which  Means,  Order  & 
harmony,  are  again  restored  — The  infamous  conduct  of  the 
Issuing  Commisary,  was  No  doubt  the  principal  cause,  [o]f  this 
very  Unpleasant  Occurance.  — In  regard  to  the  dismising  a 
part  of  the  3"’*^  Brigade  (commanded  by  Gen^  Isham  who  from 
their  local  situation  can  be  imediately  called  into  Service  at  the 
Shortest  Notice  — this  consideration,  together  with  the  extra 
Services,  by  them  performed,  induced  me  (with  the  Advice 
of  some  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  at  New  London,  to  dismiss 
them  — ■ — I shall  Make  No  further  reduction  of  the  force  at 
this  place  — At  present  — To  relieve  the  gards,  at  Say  Brook 
& Killingsworth  I was  induced  to  Send  the  whole  of  Cap^ 
Johnsons  Company  — He  having  but  one  Subaltern 
with  him  (the  other  being  Sick  Absent)  it  seemed  Neces- 
sary that  thier  Should  be  an  Officer  of  Artilery  to  take 
Charge  of  the  Batery  at  Killingsworth,  so  that  in  the  event 
of  leaving  A part  of  CapU  Johnsons  Company  at  N London  they 
Must  have  remained  without  An  Officer  — A Subaltern  officer

Whereas  from  the  great  number  of  Merchant  ships  which  are 
laid  up  in  this  Harbour,  the  Contiguity  of  three  public  Vessels 
of  War  (one  of  which  is  peculiarly  an  Object  of  the  enemys 
wishes)  the  Great  number  of  Cotton,  Woolen,  Flour  and  other 
Valuable  Manufactories,  A Public  arsenal  and  divers  ship  yards ; 
Together  with  the  peculiar  local  sitaution  of  this  City  and  its  ad- 
jacent Villages  and  districts  at  the  head  of  Navigation  on  the 
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River;  the  Same  are  emminently  in  danger  Assailable  by  the 
enemy  & Subject  (unless  powerfully  defended)  to  his  threatened 
waste  and  Destruction. 

And  Whereas  if  an  invasion  where  renewed  at  the  Eastern 
end  of  the  sound  it  wou’d  doubtless  be  so  Conducted  as  to  leave 
no  hope  that  a Military  force  cou’d  be  spared  from  the  New 
London  station  for  our  defence ; 

And  from  the  sudden  Manner  in  which  a descent  of  the  enemy

but  the  exact  force  at  each  station The  Troops  are  regu- 
larly exercised  each  day  in  their  respective  Camps The 

extent  of  coast  guarded  both  by  day  & by  night,  with  the  ordi- 
nary duties  of  the  Camp,  have  not  only  afforded  sufficient  ex- 
ercise, but  in  all  cases  a considerable  fatigue. 

Three  Companies  have  been  Quartered  at  the  Court  House 

& in  that  vicinity,  till  within  a few  days  past That  part  of 

the  3*^  Regt,  which  was  taken  from  Gen.  Ishams  Brigade,  has 
by  order  of  Maj  General  Taylor  been  discharged In  con- 

sequence of  which,  two  of  the  Companies  mentioned  above  have 
been  removed  to  Groton  & now  occupy  the  Tents  vacated  by  the 
discharged  Militia  — The  other  Com^  has  been  removed  to  Town 
Hill  & are  Quartered  in  Houses  Barns  &c The  disposi- 

tion of  the  Brigade  is  such,  as  I have  thought  proper  to  make, 
after  having  examined  the  Coast,  & the  most  exposed  points 

The  D Q M.  General  has  given  me  positive  assurance  that 
ample  provision  has  been  made  with  respect  to  ammunition  — He 
has  however  to  be  prepared  for  the  worst,  written  Col  Mix 

for  a further  supply  A great  degree  of  anxiety  exists 

in  the  minds  of  the  Inhabitants  of  N London  respecting  the  op- 
position which  our  troops  would  be  able  to  make,  against  an 

attack  from  an  enemy  of  between  3 & 5000  Men But  you 

may  rest  assured  Sir  that  every  exertion  which  I am  capable  of 
using,  will  be  called  forth,  to  preserve  the  honor  of  the  State, 
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& secure  to  the  inhabitants  in  this  vicinity  their  rights  & privi- 
leges — 

The  enemy’s  force  in  the  Sound,  as  far  as  I am  able  to  as- 
certain, consists  of  5 or  6 Ships,  & 2 or  3 Briggs  or  Sloops  of  war

I have  lately  rec^  a Letter  from  CoL  Shepherd  containing  some 
information,  which  I think  it  my  duty  to  lay  before  your  Excel- 
lency — Col°  Shepherd  writes  that  in  pursuance  of  orders  from 
the  Commander  in  cheif  he  ordered  the  2^  Company  under  the 
command  of  Cap’^  Curtis,  & the  8^^  under  the  command  of  Cap“ 
Buckingham  into  service  at  New  Haven  — that  he  was  inform’d 
that  Cap°  Buckingham  did  not  call  upon,  or  march  any  of  those 
men  belonging  to  his  Company  who  were  on  duty  at  Bridgport 
last  spring,  & refused  to  do  it  — that  the  mode  of  detaching 
lately  used  had  taken  from  him  (Col°  Shepherd)  his  Adjutant 
& Quarter  Master,  who  are  Lieutenants  in  these  Companies, 
which  he  conceives  to  be  injurious  to  him,  & unnecessary,  as 
Col°  Sanford  has  his  own  Regimental  Staff  — CoL  Shepherd 
says  that  in  that  part  of  the  State  the  frequent  calls  upon  the 
State  Troops  is  giving  rise  to  much  uneasiness  among  good  folks, 
& that  some  people  less  considerate  talk  rashly  — he  intimates 
that  a large  portion  of  the  Militia  who  are  war  folks,  & have 
never  been  disturbed,  are  pointing  the  finger  at  the  State  Troops 
& saying  you  enlisted  — you  have  to  do  more  than  half  of  the 
actual  service  in  the  State,  & will  have  it  to  do  during  the  War, 
tho’  you  are  less  than  2000  in  number,  & we  about  20,000  — 

The  Gov*’  serves  you  exactly  right The  following  is  a 

litteral  extract  from  CoL  Shepherds  Letter  — ‘‘Under  such 
circumstances  it  is  hard  for  me,  when  ask’d  by  a Soldier  or  his 
father  what  advantage  has  been  seen  in  belonging  to  your  Corps  ? 
to  answer  the  question  — You  may  consider  from  what  I have 
said,  that  I am  uneasy  & some-what  discouraged  — but  be  as- 
sured sir,  that  is  not  the  case  — I am  induced  to  make  the 
above  remarks  to  you,  only  to  shew  that  I apprehend  some  difi- 
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culty,  if  the  present  course  is  persued” I have  tho’t  it  to

The  object  of  the  present  address  is  to  make  known  the  un- 
pleasant situation  of  the  undersign’d  and  the  companies  which 
they  command also  to  petition  for  relief 

On  the  25**^  July  1813  we  receiv’d  orders  from  the  Captain 
General  to  place  our  companies  under  the  command  of  Co*  Shep- 
herd — and  repair  to  New  London  there  to  perform  a tour  of  duty 

of  45  days Notwithstanding  the  busy  season  of  the  year, 

which  made  it  extremely  difficult  for  men  to  leave  their  homes 
the  order  was  cheerfully  complied  with,  and  the  campaign  per- 
formd  we  trust  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  Chief  Magistrate  and 
fellow  citizens 

In  the  month  of  April  of  the  present  year  a detachment  was 
made  from  our  respective  companies  and  station’d  at  Bridge- 
port for  30  days 

The  S**'  of  inst.  SepE  our  companies  were  again  ordered  into 
service  at  this  place  under  command  of  Co*  Sandforde  — where 
they  now  remain  — ignorant  of  the  length  of  time  which  they 
are  to  serve 

We  would  in  the  first  place  state  to  your  Excellency  that  our 
companies  are  composed  principally  of  men  who  are  engagd  in 
agricultural  pursuits,  and  almost  without  exception  of  young 
married  men  who  depend  upon  their  own  industry  for  the  sup- 
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port  of  themselves  and  families From  the  above 

statement  relative  to  the  duty  which  they  have  performed  in  the 
short  space  of  13  months  it  will  be  readily  perceived  that  their 
business  must  have  been  verry  much  interrupted  and  that  too 
(from  the  nature  of  their  employment)  at  the  season  which  if 
not  improv’d  must  in  a manner  break  in  upon  the  whole  for 
“when  there  is  no  seed  time  there  will  be  no  harvest” 

In  the  next  place  we  would  remark  that  but  few  of  the  Militia 
in  our  part  of  the  State  have  ever  been  call’d  upon  for  its  de- 
fence and  that  none  of  them  have  been  oblig’d  to  perform  more 
than  one  tour  of  duty  Were  we  appealing  to  a tribunal  less  can- 
did than  that  of  your  Excellency  or  less  acquainted  with  the 
object  of  the  Legislature  in  organizing  the  State  Corps  we  might 
expect  to  be  answered  that  The  States  Troops  were  rais’d  for 
the  express  purpose  of  taking  the  burthen  from  the  militia  and 
were  intended  to  be  the  sole  dependence  of  the  State  in  defending 
it  against  a foreign  foe  as  far  as  their  numbers  were  adequate 
to  that  purpose  — But  knowing  as  we  do  that  such  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  yet  were  we  for  a moment  to  admit 
it,  we  might  still  reply  that  certainly  it  was  never  meant  to  throw 
the  whole  burthen  upon  a small  part  of  it  and  that  many  whole 
companies  belonging  to  our  corps  had  never  been  in  service 

We  do  not  mean  to  call  in  question  the  justice  of  your  Ex- 
cellency in  the  course  you  have  thought  best  to  pursue,  we  are 
fully  sensible  of  the  weighty  duties  impos’d  upon  the  Chief 
Magistrate  in  consequence  of  the  various  prosecution  of  the  war 
by  the  general  government  and  are  well  aware  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult for  your  Excellency  to  attend  to  affairs  of  minor  importance 
in  the  present  embarrasing  state  of  the  country  — But  feeling 
for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  men  who  have  voluntarily  put 
their  confidence  in  us  and  trusted  themselves  to  the  sole  guidance 
of  their  native  State,  we  can  not  see  them  suffering  and  op- 
pressd  without  making  a fair  and  candid  statement  of  their 
situation  and  petitioning  for  their  relief 

What  we  have  to  request  is  that  your  Excellency  would  be 
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pleas’d  to  discharge  the  Companies  under  our  command  at  the 
expiration  of  30  days  from  the  commencement  of  service

— I think  it  a Necessary  concession  on  the  part  of  the  Officers, 
of  the  State  Troops,  without  it,  they  Never  can  be  Usefull-in 
My  Oppinion — The  Number  of  Picket  Guards,  that  have  been 
kept  up  in  and  about  New  Haven  has  required  so  Many  Men 
as  to  prevent  their  being  Called  out  by  Reg*  or  even  Battallion. 
Since  My  arival  here  I have  Curtailed  the  Guards  So  Much  as  to 
leave  A respectable  Command  off  duty,  every  day  — for  im- 
provement, in  dissipline  — & I trust  without  weakening  the 
points,  where  Guards  Are  Necessary  — Notwithstanding  the 
Suggestion  that  the  Troops  here  have  been  Neglected  in  their 
dissipline  I Assure  You  it  has  Not  been  the  case  Since  My 
Arival,  — CoP  Sanford  has  heard  it  & feels  Much  hurt.  He 
Says  they  have  Not  been  Neglected  — that  they  have  been  at- 
tended to  constantly  — whenever  off  duty Thier  per- 

formances this  day  on  the  Green  before  A large  Concourse  has 
been  highly  Spoken  off  by  All  — CoP  Sanford  is  indeed  Un- 
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poppular  among  the  Inhabbitants,  as  well  as  the  troops  — but 
He  attends  to  his  duty  & knows  it  as  well  as  Most  officers 

that  the  troops  in  New  London  are  Neglected  in  their 

dissipline  & I am  Not  willing  to  believe  I know  Col°  Brainards 
feelings  too  well  to  believe  He  would  Neglect  his  Reg^  I have 
a high  oppinion  of  all  the  Field  officers  at  that  place  — they  all 
informed  me  that  they  dissiplined  their  Men  that  were  oif  duty, 
daily  when  Urging  them  to  thier  duty  in  that  respect  they  as- 
sured Me  that  Motives  were  Not  wanting  to  induce  them  while 
there  I issued  a General  Orders  to  that  effect  as  well  as  to  other 
Matters  respecting  the  police  of  the  Camp  — I also  enjoined  it 
on  General  Lusk  — particularly  — I am  not  Surprised  that  New 
London  Gentry  should  be  disposed  to  complain  — if  some  of 
My  brother  officers  at  the  Eastward  could  be  in  Command,  things 
would  go  well  no  doubt.  I am  happy  that  your  Excellency,  dont 
think  propper  to  Send  A large  force  to  protect  them  now  thier 
Idol  is  to  leave  them  I have  heard  from  Geffi  Lusk  by  Co^°  Ward 
that  things  went  well.  — I directed  him  to  report  to  Me  weekly 
— but  have  Not  heard  from  him  — I think  possibly  his  report 

may  have  Miscarried  — We  have  had 

difficulties  here  to  encounter  Arising  from  Causes,  which  I have

Your  favour  of  the  23^^  instant  is  received  — My  letter  by 
Major  Taylor  which  must  have  arrived  subsequently  to  the  date 
of  yours  will  be  found  to  contain  my  impressions  respecting  the 
policy  of  not  intermingling  the  officers  & privates  of  the  two 
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descriptions  of  troops  under  your  command  — I regret  that 
Col.  Sanford  was  so  indiscreet  in  the  mode  of  carrying  your  order 
into  effect  — but  I think,  the  step  being  taken,  it  was  expedient 
to  persevere  for  that  particular  tour  of  duty  — 

On  the  subject  of  making  examples  of  the  refractory  officers 
it  is  difficult  to  advise  as  I am  not  sufficiently  informed  of  all 
the  facts  — I am  clearly  no  advocate  for  insubordination  — nor 
in  my  opinion  are  inferiour  officers  to  be  countenanced  at  all 
in  interpreting  orders  — their  business  is  to  obey  — But  you 
will  consider  if  a court  martial  is  ordered  it  must  be  composed  of 
officers  of  the  same  corps  & the  question  to  be  decided  relates  to 
the  supposed  privileges  of  that  corps  — Under  such  circum- 
stances the  result  may  be  pretty  easily  predicted  — This  con- 
sideration however  should  not  prevent  an  attempt  at  merited 
punishment  if  the  good  of  the  service  requires  it  — The  conduct 
of  these  men  since  the  affair  happened  ought  perhaps  to  have 
some  influence  in  the  case  — I am  really  both  disappointed  & 
mortified  at  the  information  you  give  me  respecting  the  colonel 

— How  could  every  body  be  so  wretchedly  deceived  in  his  char- 
acter — ? 

The  designation  of  Col.  Staples  as  division  inspector  is  per- 
fectly satisfactory  to  me  — Whether  the  establishment  is  suffi- 
ciently large  for  such  an  officer,  unless  he  visits  all  the  posts  may 
be  questioned  — But  on  the  subject  of  compensation  he  will  no 
doubt  do  that  which  is  perfectly  right  — 

The  selectmen  of  Middletown  have  sent  me  a very  respectful 
and  earnest  remonstrance  against  the  discontinuance  of  the  row- 
guard  in  the  mouth  of  the  river  at  Saybrook  — Can  there  be 
any  foundation  for  their  representation?  I consider  the  row 
guard  as  the  life  of  that  post  & it  was  so  mentioned  in  one  of  my 
former  letters  — I presume  therefore  it  has  not  been  discon- 
tinued — but  you  will  be  pleased  to  make  immediate  inquiry  and

them  in  the  fort  — The  only  6 pounder  out  of  use  is  the  one 
which  W L Bradly  had  just  mounted  — a wrought  Iron  piece. 
I have  sent  it  to  the  fort  for  a few  days  till  ohe  of  the  gunns 
purchased  of  M*"  Shipman  is  mounted  by  M''  Bradly  on  a cheap 
Carriage  — when  the  Commander  of  fort  Hal  will  expect  the 
gun  — till  he  can  get  supplied  from  the  Secretary  of  war  — 
It  had  become  absolutely  necessary  to  have  some  heavy  ordnance 
on  our  forts  & as  I kew  the  State  had  none  I tho’t  this  the  only 
mode  of  getting  any.  If  we  have  an  attack  this  season  it  will  be

Since  the  date  of  my  last  communication  to  your  Excellency  no 
important  change  has  been  made  in  the  station  of  the  troops 
which  I have  had  the  honour  to  command.  The  sixth  & seventh 
days  of  instant  Oct  I spent  in  reconnoitering  the  coast  from 
Groton  to  Stonington  and  in  examining  the  defences  and  the 
situation  of  the  troops  at  the  latter  place.  On  my  return  I found 
Maj^  Gen  Taylor  at  New  London  on  his  way  to  Stonington  and 
on  his  departure  on  the  morning  of  the  8^^  I concluded,  after 
making  the  necessary  arrangements  to  proceed  along  the  coast 
to  Saybrook  & Killingworth.  At  all  the  stations  I found  the 
detachments  well  regulated  and  disciplined. 

On  my  return  to  New  London  on  the  IT^  instant  I found  Gen 
Taylor  there,  who  demanded  the  cause  of  my  going  to  Saybrook 
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I informed  him  that  I had  been  induced  to  do  it  on  account  of 
frequent  applications  to  me  from  Capt  Johnson  as  well  as  from 
a sense  of  duty  which  called  me  to  inspect  as  far  as  possible 
the  situation  of  all  the  troops  belonging  to  my  Brigade.  Gen 
Taylor  replied  that  Capt  Johnson’s  detachment  was  not  under 
my  command  and  that  I had  no  business  to  visit  it.  He  then  in- 
formed me  that  he  had  discharged  me  and  the  same  day  I re- 
ceived a discharge  from  him,  and  shall  leave  town  tomorrow. 

On  this  subject  as  it  is  one  that  concerns  me  personally  I shall 
not  at  this  time  trouble  your  Excellency  with  many  remarks.  I 
was  publickly  blamed  during  my  absence  from  N London  and 
accused  of  conducting  improperly  in  going  to  Saybrook.  I 
was  reproached  on  the  same  grounds  when  I returned.  The  re- 
cords of  the  Brigade  will  show  whether  the  stations  at  Saybrook 
& Killingworth  were  at  this  time  under  my  command. 

The  reason  assigned  in  the  discharge  was  the  small  number 
of  troops  under  my  command.  The  number  however  is  the  same 
that  it  has  been  for  some  weeks  past. 

To  have  been  discharged  from  service  would  of  itself  have 
been  agreeable  to  me  but  under  the  circumstances  attending  it,  I 
hope  to  be  excused  when  I say  that  I consider  it  intended  by  Gen 
Taylor  as  a mark  of  disgrace. 

This  is  certainly  the  manner  in  which  the  troops  at  this  place 
view  the  subject 

Had  I been  arrested  by  Gen  Taylor  for  the  cause  for  which  he 
has  publickly  blamed  me,  my  vindication  might  have  been  equally 
public.  In  the  course  which  he  has  thought  proper  to  take  I can 
only  appeal  to  your  Excellency  to  decide  upon  the  propriety  of 
my  conduct.  It  is  certainly  in  a high  degree  painful  to  me  after  the 
uncommon  perplexities  which  have  attended  me  during  my  late 
campaign  to  be  obliged  to  retire  with  unmerited  disgrace

This  will  be  handed  you  by  Capt“  Hitchcox  of  Milford,  Com- 
mander of  the  Artillery  company  of  volunteer  Exempts  which 
has  lately  been  raised  in  this  Town. 

CapH  Hitchcox  will  request  you,  sir,  in  behalf  of  the  Com- 
pany to  use  your  influence  with  Govenor  Smith  to  procure 
for  us  a suitable  cannon  mounted  on  a field  carriage.  The  Quar- 
ter Master  Gen^  has  directed  two  9 pounders  to  be  mounted 
in  this  Town  on  ship  carriages;  (the  only  cannon  in  the  place) 
which  are  to  be  placed  in  the  Fort.  But  the  Compy  consider 
guns  mounted  on  ship  carriages  & placed  in  a fort  as  of  small 
importance  compared  with  a gun  mounted  on  a field  carriage, 
& in  this  opinion  we  think,  sir,  you  will  concur  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons — Viz. 

In  the  first  place,  we  consider  guns  mounted  on  ship  carriages 
as  stationary,  when  placed  in  a fort,  & of  course  of  little  use 
without  the  reach  of  the  fort. 

Secondly The  situation  of  our  harbor  is  such  that  an 

enemy  may  land  at  different  places  out  of  the  reach  of  the 
fort  & as  our  two  9 pounders  are  stationery  we  should  be 
unable  to  annoy  him  in  his  approach  to  the  Town.  & 

Thirdly We  think  we  ought  to  be  furnished  with  a 

piece  on  a field  carriage  because  there  is  none  belonging  to 
the  Town  mounted  in  this  way  & in  case  of  need  the  Town 
would  have  to  look  to  New  Haven,  Derby  or  Bridgeport  for 
assistance.  Besides,  sir,  should  the  enemy  attempt  to  visit  the 
neighbouring  Towns  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  manifactories 
of  any  kind,  which  appear  to  attract  his  particular  attention; 
we  should  not  be  able  to  render  that  assistance  which  we  willingly 
would  were  we  provided  with  ordnance  on  a field  carriage. 

These  are  among  the  considerations  which  induced  us  to  re- 
quest you,  sir,  to  interpose  with  his  Excellency  the  Captain  Gen^ 
in  our  behalf. 
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Capt.  Hitchcox  will  also  inform  you  that  the  greater  part  of 
his  Compy  will  volunteer  for  the  defence  of  this  Town  to  be 
employed  on  the  same  terms  as  the  guards  in  the  neighbouring 
Towns.

1 have  been  informed  that  thire  has  been  some  uneasiness  ex- 
cited in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  & 
others  in  New  Haven  from  impressions  made  that  I am  paying 
from  the  Treasury  the  bills  of  such  banks  as  I have  or  do 
not  receive  for  debts  due  to  the  State  — 

I have  therefore  thought  proper  to  state  to  your  Excellency, 
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and  through  you  to  the  Honorable  Legislature  now  in  session, 
should  you  deem  it  proper  to  lay  this  letter  before  them  That 
about  $15,000  of  the  Interest  on  the  School  fund  Bonds,  & 
nearly  all  the  principal  on  said  Bonds  amounting  to  about 
$30,000  — — was  paid  into  the  Treasury  in  all  kinds  of 
Bank  bills  current  in  Connecticut  before  the  Banks  in  New 

York  [c]  eased  to  pay  Specie  for  theirs the  amount  of  which 

was  placed  to  the  Credit  of  the  State  on  the  books  of  the  Hart- 
ford Bank after  those  Banks  had  stopped  payment  and  on 

the  5*^^  of  September  I received  through  the  post  office  inclosed  in 
letters  from  Agents  for  collecting  Interest  or  Selling  lands  in  the 
Counties  of  Ontario  and  Genese  in  the  State  of  New  York  $2058 
and  soon  after  from  individuals  several  small  Sums  and  on  the

my  endeavour  has  been  to  accomodate  those  who  paid  money  in, 
or  received  it  out  of  the  Treasury  so  far  as  I conceived  it  to 
be  for  the  Interest  of  the  State,  but  have  beleived  it  to  be 
my  duty  not  to  receive  the  bills  of  those  banks  who  have  stopped 
payment,  excepting  in  the  cases  before  mentioned,  knowing  that 
if  the  Treasury  was  open  to  the  receipt  of  all  the  Bills  of  Banks 
from  Pensylvania  eastward  none  would  be  offered  in  payment 
but  those  which  were  the  least  current,  and  selling  for  money 
at  the  greatest  discount. 

I have  received  letters  from  many  of  the  Collectors  of  the 
State  Tax  enquiring  what  will  be  received  in  discharge  of  the 
demands  against  them  and  Stating  their  difficulties  in  making 
collections  in  bills  that  are  payable  in  this  State,  and  have  given 
them  for  answer  that  I will  receive  of  them  in  payment  the 
bills  of  any  banks  that  I can  deposit  to  the  Credit  of  the  State  in 
the  Hartford  Bank  where  I have  been  directed  by  Resolve  of 
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Assembly  to  make  my  deposits,  this  does  not  remove  their  un- 
certainty of  what  to  receive  on  their  Tax  bills If  the 

Honorable  Legislature  can  adopt  any  measure  that  will  ficilitate 
the  collection  & payment  into  the  Treasury  the  Tax  and  the 
Interest  on  the  School  funds  Bonds  it  will  be  a great  relief  to  the 
collectors  and  an  accomodation  to  those  who  have  to  make  such 
payments 

If  those  payments  into  the  Treasury  are  made  in  bank  bills 
that  are  Selling  at  a discount  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Banks 
from  whence  they  were  issued — they  must  be  paid  to  those 
who  are  creditors  to  the  State  or  sold  for  what  they  will  fetch 
in  money  to  discharge  those  demands  — 

The  bills  of  New  York  banks  were  selling  in  Boston  on  thurs- 
day  last  at  fifteen  P Cent  discount  for  dollars  few  are  Sold  here 
the  price  is  from  6 to  8 and  in  New  York  from  9 to  10  and  I

The  undersigned  brigadier  General  of  the  2^  brigade  militia 
would  respectfully  represent  as  follows  — that  some  time  during 
the  past  summer  he  received  an  order  from  the  Adjutant  Gen^ 
to  forward  his  brigade  returns  on  or  before  the  10*^  of  October 

1814 on  the  8*^^  October  the  infantry  regiments  had  made 

their  regimental  returns  to  the  brigadier  except  the  10^^  regi- 
ment — the  return  of  the  cavalry  as  rendered  was  incomplete 
in  one  company  — the  artillery  were  in  the  public  service  & had 
not  been  inspected  — as  the  order  of  the  Adj^  General  direct- 
ing the  brigade  return  to  be  forwarded  before  the  10^^  OcE  was 
unqualified,  the  brigadier  felt  it  his  duty,  to  direct  his  return  to 
be  made  up,  of  such  regimental  returns  as  had  been  forwarded, 
& that  the  same  should  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Adj* 
Gen^  otherwise  no  return  of  the  brigade,  could  be  received  by 
the  Adjutant  Gen^  so  soon  as  the  10*^  October:  the  inspector  of 
Brigade  accordingly  on  the  8^^  ocE  made  up  a brigade  re- 
turn from  the  fragments  then  in  his  hands  & directed  it  to  the 
Adj^  Gen^ imediately  afterwards  the  regimental  returns 
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of  the  infantry  were  received,  but  not  in  season  to  be  in- 
cluded & forwarded  in  the  budget  then  made  up.  On  the  16^^ 
oct:  a letter  dated  October  was  received  from  the  Adjutant 
Gen^  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  above  mentioned  brigade

were  not  inspected 

New  blanks  were  made  out  by  the  brigade  Insp'’  on  receipt  of 
the  Adj^  Gen^  letter  & filled  forthwith  by  returns  of  all  the  in- 
fantry; the  blanks  were  then  in  part,  kept  open  from  day  to 
day  under  the  expectation  of  receiving  a complete  return  of  the 
cavalry;  owing  however  to  some  informality  in  the  returns 
of  the  company  officers  (as  the  brigadier  believes)  this  expec- 
tation has  not  been  realized In  consequence  of  a note 

yesterday  received  from  your  Excellency,  the  brigadier  has 
directed  his  brigade  Major  to  forward  imediately  the  brigade  re- 
turn to  the  Adj^  Gen^  without  waiting  longer  for  the  cavalry 
returns he  has  at  the  same  time  directed,  that  the  regi- 

mental returns  of  cavalry  as  made  up  last  fall  should  be

The  Cashier  of  this  Bank  was  directed  to  place  to  the  Credit 
of  the  Treasurer  Five  thousand  Dollars  payable  in  New  York 
Bank  notes,  which  he  accordingly  did  on  the  10*^^  Ins,  and  advised 
him  thereof.  The  Board  of  Directors  with  the  utmost  willingness 

agreed  to  extend  this  loan  to  Twenty  five  thousand  Dollars, 

The  remaining  $20,000  also  pay^^®  to  the  State  in  New  York 
notes;  the  whole  sum  repayable  on  the  1:  July  next,  (with 
Interest,)  to  the  Bank  in  its  own  notes,  if  so  much  is  collected 
of  said  notes  from  the  Tax  payable  in  June,  otherwise  in  notes 
of  other  Banks  in  this  State. 

In  the  present  unsettled  situation  of  the  monied  Institutions 
in  this  State  & elsewhere,  it  is  an  object  with  the  Directors  to 
call  in  their  circulation  as  speedily  as  they  can,  and  to  avoid 
Claims  against  this  Bank  from  other  Banks ; The  Board  would 
feel  under  a particular  obligation  to  your  Excellency,  if  as  you 
suggested  in  the  conversation  above  alluded  to,  your  good  offices 
could  be  so  exerted,  as  to  prevent  the  notes  of  this  Bank  which 
shall  be  received  on  the  tax  payable  in  February  from  being

of  his  office”,  was  handed  me  by  CoP  Ward  after  your  de-

Your  letter  of  the  18^^  instant  is  received  — Previous  to  my 
departure  from  New  Haven  the  Command  of  all  the  militia  in 
service  on  the  coast  was  assigned  to  Major  Charles  Sherman.  In 
his  instructions  is  the  following  clause  — 

“The  force  now  at  Bridgeport  consisting  of  a Subaltern’s 
command  is  to  be  divided  between  that  post  & Black-rock  in 
such  manner  as  will  best  secure  the  Safety  of  both  posts” 

Major  Sherman  proceeded  first  to  N.  London  with  a view 
to  the  reduction  of  the  force  at  that  post  — I presume  he  has 
been  with  you  before  this  & has  conformed  to  his  orders  as 
above  recited  —

CHARLES  SHERMAN  TO  JOHN  COTTON  SMITH

New  Haven  23  Nov'’  1814 
His  Excellency  John  Cotton  Smith  Esq 
Captain  General 
Sir 

I returned  to  this  place  last  evening,  after  visiting  the 
several  places  pointed  out  in  my  Instructions,  & shall  now  in 
compliance  with  your  Exellency’s  commands,  communicate  a 
particular  account  of  m}^  doings.  — 

I arrived  at  New  London  on  Monday  the  14^^  ins^  & after  ac- 
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quainting  Major  Barnum  with  my  Instructions,  I enquired  if 
the  Troops  were  in  readiness  to  be  mustered  that  day?  He  re- 
plied that  they  were  not,  as  the  Muster  Rolls  were  not  prepared, 
& the  afternoon  of  that  day  was  assigned  for  a Court  Martial. 
On  the  15^^  therefore  I mustered  & discharged  all  the  Militia  at 
New  London,  & on  the  16*^  they  were  paid  by  Major  Goddard. 

My  Instructions  were  to  detain  from  the  Militia  a Subalterns 
guard  for  that  place.  Having  mentioned  this  to  the  Officers,  I 
found  no  Subaltern  or  private  willing  to  remain.  But  being  in- 
formed by  Major  Goddard  that  his  brother,  the  Hon:  Calvin 
Goddard,  Geffi  Isham,  & some  other  respectable  gentlemen, 
thought  it  would  be  expedient  to  attempt  raising  a volun- 
teer guard  from  the  inhabitants,  to  serve  in  place  of  the 
Militia,  & presuming  from  my  Instructions  relative  to  a guard  at 
Stonington,  that  such  a plan  would  fully  meet  your  Excellencys 
views,  I consented  to  it.  A paper  was  immediately  handed  round, 
& in  a few  hours  the  requisite  number  were  enlisted  under 
M""  Robert  Colefax.  This  person  has  been  a Sea  Captain,  & was 
highly  reccommended  by  Geffi  Isham.  The  men  enlisted  are 
principally  Sailors,  & well  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  water 
craft.  All  the  inhabitants  of  New  London  with  whom  I con- 
versed, declared  themselves  well  pleased  with  this  arrangement, 
& expressed  their  opinion  that  the  citizens  would  feel  more 
secure  with  such  a guard  than  with  one  composed  of  Militia  from 
the  interior.  It  will  perhaps  be  necessary  for  your  Excellency 
to  Commission  M^  Colefax  as  a Lieffi. 

On  the  18*^  I proceeded  to  Mistic  in  company  with  Major 
Goddard,  & finding  the  Serg*®  guard  there  anxious  to  return 
home,  I made  another  attempt  to  enlist  a guard  from  the  in- 
habitants, & with  success.  I appointed  Sergeant  Roswell  Packer 
of  that  place.  Sergeant  of  the  Guard. 

We  then  proceeded  to  Stonington,  & after  conversing  with  the 
Burgesses,  I concluded  to  discharge  all  the  Militia,  & immedi- 
ately enlisted  a Sergeants  guard  to  serve  until  the  of  March, 
unless  sooner  discharged,  & appointed  Serg^  Peleg  Hancox  of 
that  place.  Sergeant  of  the  guard. 

We  then  returned  by  way  of  New  London,  & arrived  at 
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Saybrook  on  the  Cap^  Nath^  Far  rand  of  Washington,  who 
was  stationed  at  that  place,  had  absented  himself  without  leave 
& gone  home,  & the  highest  officer  in  command  present,  was  a 
Sergeant,  having  under  him  40  men.  Cap*  F had  been  absent 
about  a week.  I however  sent  for  Lieu*  Bulkley,  who  (with  the 
remainder  of  this  company)  was  stationed  at  Killingworth,  & 
immediately  mustered  & discharged  the  men.  A subalterns  guard 
was  then  raised  in  the  same  manner  as  at  New  London,  & I 
appointed  Lieu*  Walker  of  the  State  troops  (of  that  place) 
to  the  command.  Lieu*  Walker  was  recommended  to  me  as  a 
good  officer  & a discreet  man.  The  enlistment  of  this  guard,  has 
I believe,  given  general  satisfaction. 

We  then  proceeded  to  Killingworth,  where,  after  discharging 
the  Militia,  another  volunteer  guard  was  raised,  & I appointed 
Serg*  Leet  Hurd  of  that  place.  Sergeant  of  the  Guard.  The 
volunteer  guards,  except  at  Stonington,  are  all  enlisted  for  30 
days  from  the  9*^  of  Nov,  unless  sooner  discharge. 

On  Monday  the  2L*  I arrived  at  Fairfield,  & there  had  an  inter- 
view with  Cap*  Jeremiah  Sturges  of  Mill  River.  Having  com- 
municated my  instructions,  he  expressed  his  surprize  that  the 
guard  were  not  to  be  paid  by  the  state.  I informed  him  that  it  was 
your  expectation  at  the  time  the  guard  were  ordered  into  Service, 
that  they  were  to  be  paid  & susbisted  by  the  United  States, 

that  the  U.  S.  stood  pledged  to  make  pay*  in  all  cases 

of  this  kind;  & that  our  State  law  respecting  volunteers,  was 
predicated  upon  this  idea.  He  replied  that  he  had  never  rec*^ 

any  orders  from  the  United  States  whatever that  your 

Excellency  had  ordered  the  guard  out,  & in  the  order,  men- 
tioned that  they  were  to  be  subsisted  by  the  U.  S,  without  saying 
any  thing  respecting  their  pay;  — but  that,  as  you  had  in- 
formed him  by  letter,  they  were  under  the  same  regulations  & 
stood  on  the  same  footing  as  Militia  when  calF  into  service, 
he  naturally  expected  that  they  would  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner.  He  said  that  the  United  States  had  never  withdrawn 

their  support, that  Cap*  Northrop  of  Fort  Hale,  acting 

under  orders  rec*^  from  Co^  Kingsbury,  still  countersigned  his 
orders  for  rations,  & that  he  had  now  on  hand  rations 
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for  14  days,  & that  the  order  for  rations  previous  to  the  last, 
was  countersigned  both  by  Cap^  Northrop  & Co^  Sanford.  He 
also  mentioned  the  example  of  the  Militia  at  New  London:  they 
having  rec*^  their  rations  from  the  U.S.  & their  pay  from  the 
state.  He  then  shewed  me  your  Excellency’s  Order  & Letter : I 
replied  that  I would  state  these  things  to  your  Excellency,  & he 
must  immediately  dismiss  the  guard,  which  he  agreed  to. 

On  the  22“^  I went  to  Black  Rock,  in  company  with  Co^ 
Burr  & several  other  gentlemen.  The  Inhabitants  have  thrown 
up  an  excellent  Breast  Work  near  the  place  where  the  old 
one  stood  last  war,  & built  at  a short  distance  therefrom,  very 
convenient  & comfortable  Barracks,  with  a good  Kitchen  ad- 
joining. The  people  of  Fairfield  generally,  as  well  as  at  Blackrock 
appear  greatly  interested  in  having  a Subalterns  guard  sta- 
tioned there,  to  be  continued  thro’  the  Winter.  By  a representa- 
tion to  the  Ordnance  department  of  the  U.  S.  of  their  exposed 
situation,  & the  advantages  of  their  Harbour  for  the  security  & 
protection  of  shipping,  they  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  from 
thence  two  very  fine  18  p""®  & 2 Brass  6 p^®,  well  mounted,  with 
every  necessary  appendage  complete.  Unless  a suitable  guard  is 
furnished  thro’  the  winter  it  is  to  be  apprehended  that  this 
valuable  Ordnance  will  be  taken  away. 

I then  returned  to  Bridgeport,  & after  conversing  with  some 
gentlemen  of  that  place,  I left  orders  with  Lieu^  Sam^  Smith  on 
that  station,  to  send  a sergts  guard  immediately  to  Black  Rock. 

Lieu^  Beach,  of  the  Fort  on  Prospect  Hill,  has  enlisted  about 
20  Men

New  London  — The  Governor  accordingly  order’d  out  a con- 
siderable force  commanded  by  Major  Geffi  Williams  who  were 
paid  including  the  Maj*'  Geffi  and  suit  by  the  United  States  — 
Great  alarm  existed  at  the  time  all  along  the  sea  shore  in  Con- 
necticut — 

The  services  of  Geffi  Huntington  were  required  by  the  same

& tents  are  also  of  more  consequence  at  the  present  moment  than 
the  muskets  — A contract  however  for  the  article  last  mentioned 
should  be  seasonably  made  as  it  will  doubtless  require  consider- 
able time  to  complete  the  number  ordered  — 

To  prevent  misapprehension  respecting  the  order  lately  issued 
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from  your  department  I think  it  necessary  to  observe  that  the 
military  officer  of  highest  grade  in  every  city  town  or  borough 
of  the  state  is  not  of  course  authorized  to  draw  on  you  for 
military  supplies  to  an  unlimited  amount  — You  will  yourself 
judge  of  the  exigency  (excepting  where  an  express  order  issues

Whilst  I am  writing  your  favour  of  the  19*^  instant  is  received

for  us  at  Salisbury.  If  therefore  those  of  a good  kind  & 
reasonable  price  are  to  be  obtained  in  New  York  I think  the 
opportunity  should  be  embraced  — I must  however  remark  that 
the  6 pounders  are  wanted  for  field  artillery  & should  therefore 
be  as  light  as  possible  consistently  with  strength  — Old  castings 
are  unreasonably  heavy  — Those  of  Foxhall’s  cast  are  doubtless 
the  best  — Particular  attention  should  be  paid  not  only  to  the 
proof  but  to  the  smoothness  of  the  bore  — If  the  guns  have

I have  received  a proposition  from  the  Eagle  Bank  through

especially  the  important  article  of  gun-powder,  in  the  bills  of 
N.  York  banks  — The  militia  now  on  duty  will  be  discharged 
between  the  first  & 9^^  of  the  next  month  and  as  they  reside 
principally  in  the  Western  parts  of  the  state  where  those  bills 
are  almost  the  only  medium  I presume  they  will  prefer  receiv- 
ing them  to  the  inconvenience  of  waiting  for  a more  eligible 
mode  of  payment  — 

The  Eagle  bank  request,  not  as  a condition  of  the  above  loan 
but  as  a favour,  that  such  of  their  notes  as  shall  be  received  on 
the  tax  payable  in  February  may  not  be  paid  into  any  other  bank 
except  as  a special  deposit  and  to  allow  the  bank  to  exchange 
them  for  such  notes  of  other  banks  in  the  state  as  may  then 
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be  convenient  for  them  — or  cause  them  to  be  paid  out  in 
such  way  as  may  be  least  injurious  to  that  institution  — 

It  is  not  within  my  province  to  give  any  directions  upon  this 
subject  — If  however  the  public  interest  will  not  be  affected

pay  out  for  School  money  orders  to  the  Socities  throughout  the

The  resolve  of  Assembly  authorizing  the  Commander  in  Chief 
to  raise  volunteer-guards,  limits  the  number  for  the  whole  coast, 
with  the  exception  of  New  Haven,  to  one  hundred  men,  and 
expressly  directs  that  the  officers  both  commissioned  and  non 
commissioned  shall  he  detached  from  the  militia  — No  authority 

is  given  to  make  any  new  appointments  whatever 

It  results  then  necessarily  that  your  arrangements  from  Stoning- 
ton  to  Killingworth  inclusive  (however  judicious  in  themselves) 

exceed  my  powers  as  far  as  they  do  your  instructions The 

embarrassing  circumstances  into  which  the  men  are  thrown,  who 
are  now  on  duty  at  those  posts  must  be  apparent,  and  show 
clearly  the  inconvenience,  to  say  no  more,  of  departing  from 
orders.  Although  done,  as  in  the  present  instance,  with  the  very 
best  intentions.  If  you  had  despatched  an  express  to  me  from  N. 
London  you  might  in  thirty  six  hours,  as  has  been  repeatedly 
the  case,  have  received  new  instructions,  and  such  as  would  have 
conformed  to  the  intentions  of  the  legislature  — I shall  meet 
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the  Council  of  Safety  in  Litchfield  on  the  7^^  instant  and  will 
then  take  their  advice  upon  the  subject  — but  I am  apprehensive 
some  act  of  the  general  Assembly  will  be  necessary  to  sanction 
your  proceedings  before  the  men,  certainly  those  you  have 
designated  as  officers,  can  receive  their  pay;  and  it  will  be  re- 
quisite for  you  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Pay  Master  Gen- 
eral of  the  views  which  I am  reluctantly  obliged  to  entertain  of 
this  transaction  — Possibly  Lieut.  Walker  may  be  recognized  as 
coming  within  the  spirit,  tho’  not  the  letter,  of  the  resolution ; but 

this  will  merit  consideration 

It  is  not  yet  determined  whether  guards  will  be  maintained 
for  the  winter  at  any  other  port  than  Stonington  — If  the  volun- 
teers now  raised  at  that  place  will  continue  & consent  to  serve 
under  a Sergeant  from  the  Militia,  you  will  cause  one  to  be 
detached  from  the  regiment  in  that  vicinity,  provided  a suitable 
character  can  be  found,  & put  the  guard  under  his  command  — 
I doubt  not  you  will  close  the  residue  of  the  Service  assigned 
to  you,  as  already  directed.  The  errour  into  which  you  have  been 
betrayed  I am  entirely  sensible  is  of  the  head  only,  and  there 
will  be  every  effort  on  my  part  to  remedy  it,  as  far  as  it  can  be 
done,  and  in  a way  the  least  injurious  to  your  feelings.

I shall  hand  the  letter  rec*^  from  your  Excellency  to  Major 
Goddard  for  perusal,  & after  the  explanations  made,  I think  he 
will  not  hesitate  to  consider  it  as  fully  accomplishing  your  Ex- 
cellencys  views,  to  pay  the  one  hundred  men.  The  remaining 
seven,  if  he  does  not  consider  himself  authorized  to  pay  at 
present,  perhaps  some  gentlemen  at  New  London  may  be  in- 
duced to  advance  the  money,  as  the  men  are  many  of  them 
in  destitute  circumstances,  & having  made  some  calculation 
upon  this  money  it  would  be  a disappointment  to  them  to  be  kept 
out  of  it.  I shall  be  particularly  anxious  to  accomplish  this, 
as  they  ought  not  suffer  thro’  my  fault. 

With  regard  to  my  having  departed  from  my  instructions,  I 
will  trouble  your  Excellency  with  only  a few  remarks.  As  these 
Militia  guards  were  to  be  retained,  principally  with  a view  to  af- 
ford protection  to,  & allay  the  apprehensions  of  those,  who  had 
petitioned  for  guards,  I supposed  that  I was  fully  accomplishing 
your  Excellencys  views  in  adopting  a plan  which  gave  greater 
satisfaction,  & afforded  more  security  to  the  inhabitants  on  the 
coast,  than  by  retaining  the  militia ; who  were  an  hundred  miles 
distant  from  home,  without  any  property  exposed  on  the  coast, 
& who  therefore  did  not  enter  into  the  feelings  of  those  people 
— who  are  anxious  to  get  home,  & represented  their  families  to 
be  in  a suffering  condition,  & without  suitable  provision  for  the 
setting  in  of  winter.  In  the  arrangement  made,  it  was  believed 
that  more  efficient  protection  was  afforded,  without  incurring  any 
additional  expense  to  the  State. 

As  to  the  express,  it  did  not  at  that  time  strike  me  that  the 
business  was  of  such  a nature  as  to  authorize  the  expense  & delay 
attending  it.

My  dear  sir. 

Your  letter  of  23*^  came  to  hand  yesterday.  The  Senate  on  the 
28*^^  Inst,  dispensed  with  the  transmission  of  the  conscription  bill 
to  you  till  after  the  Second  monday  of  March  next.  Such  demon- 
stration has  been  given  of  the  unconstitutionality  of  this  measure 
& such  agitation  created  by  it  among  all  parties  in  every  quarter 
of  the  Union,  that  its  friends  would  no  longer  sustain  the  mon- 
ster. It  was  killed  by  a majority  of  one  in  the  Senate. 

The  bill  for  a bank  has  been  met  in  both  houses  with  great 
opposition.  It  will  probably  pass  much  as  at  first  proposed.  It 
is  now  deemed  the  great  panacea,  & of  course  must  be  adminis- 
tered. 

The  bills  for  taxes  are  nearly  through.  They  will  be  soon  read 
& fitt  by  the  people  I vote  for  as  many  of  them  as  are  equal. 
The  land  & whiskey  taxes  have  my  entire  assent.  That  on  domes- 
tic manufactures  I tried  to  amend  but  still  agreed  to  it  tho’ 
some  of  its  provisions  are  very  erroneous.  The  tax  on  furniture 
is  a teasing  vexatious  & foolish  scheme.  It  is  a miserable  shift 
of  a bankrupt  administration.  I am  sure  it  would  divert  you, 
even  in  the  time  of  serious  alarm,  to  witness  the  projects  of  these 
mountebanks.  They  all  seem  moon  struck.  Their  great  abacadabra 
now  (for  you  know  they  always  have  something)  is  that  the 
“resources  of  the  nation  are  yet  untouched”.  — This  appears 
in  all  the  Sec^^  reports  & in  the  speech  of  every  democrat.  They 
dispair  of  managing  our  affairs  much  longer  unless  peace  should 
take  place. 

The  prospect  from  N.  Orleans  is  very  threatening.  It  is  gen- 
erally supposed  here  that  it  has  fallen.  In  that  event  peace 
may  be  considered  at  too  great  a distance. 
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Probably  some  bill  will  pass  which  may  come  within  the  re- 
quest in  your  letter  to  Dana  & myself  — in  which  case  you 
may  soon  expect  a copy.

The  Directors  of  this  Bank  have  every  disposition  to  aid  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  at  this  season  of  public  pressure;  and  it 
is  not  a little  painful  to  them,  that  it  is  not  in  their  power 
to  make  any  loan  in  the ' Bills  of  their  own  or  other  Banks 
of  this  State ; but  those  bills  having  ceased  to  pass  as  circulatory 
medium,  and  being  bought  and  sold  by  speculators  at  a high 
premium,  principally  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  specie  from 
the  Banks,  they  no  longer  come  home  except  for  that  purpose ; 
and  as  there  is  now  no  way  in  which  the  Banks  can  replenish 
their  vaults  with  specie;  your  Excellency  will  perceive  that  it 
would  be  peculiarly  injurious  to  issue  their  notes  under  such 
circumstances.
